Members of the Grider Party lie 
turned From Their Trip to 
the Omineca Country. 



One Man Who Went Over the Ed 
nionton Route and Says It 
Is All Eight. 



On the steamer Princess Louise, which 
arrived from the North last evening 
were two men who might be expected ro 
tell hard luck stories, but who both have 
bright prospects to report. One was It. 
X. Cartwriglit, who was a member of 
the Grider party, a lot of Californians 
who paid W. F. Grider a good round 
sum to lead them to rich diggings on 
Tom creek, but found when they reach- 
( .1 Hazleton that they had been duped 
by Grider and Mr. A. F. Deachman, 
who went in to the Omineca country 
over the Edmonton route. 

When Grider was placed under arrest 
nt Hazleton and the majority of the 
party started back to Victoria with him, 
Mr. Cartwriglit, his brother, J. M, Cart- 
wright, George Becker and Jake Harris, 
continued on the trip. Mr. Cartwriglit 
says they are nil glad that they did so. 
They are confident that there is still lots 
of good ground on the creeks of Omineca 
and while the Cartwriglit brothers nro 
out for a fresh supply of provisions they 
will return in the spring, as will also 
Messrs. Becker and Harris, who are on 
their way out. The party prospected on 
Tom and Vidal creeks and although they 
did not locate anything, they are still 
confident that there is gold there. "The 
reason I am satisfied" said Mr. Cart- 
wright, "is that I did not go in expecting 
to pick up a fortune in a few days, hut 
knew that I would have to work foi 
what I got. Others thought gold could 
be picked up anywhere and never even 
brightened a pick. We found gold in all 
Ike creeks but realize that it will take 
us a couple of years to locate ourselves." 

The party readied Tom creek on April 
22, having made good time, the trail be- 
ing kept in good condition. On the trip 
out very heavy rains were encountered, 
the rnin pouring down night and day for 
two weeks. They saw a lot of men who 
had gone in by the Edmonton and Ash- 
croft routes, who were discouraged, but 
Mr. Cartwriglit does not believe the 
stories of extreme suffering. 

Mr. Deachmiin, the other man, who is 
pleased with his experience in Northern 
British Columbia, declares the Edmon- 
ton route to bo a good one. He left Ed- 
monton on March 10 with a team of 
horses and a sleigh and reached Slave 
Lake post; in eight days and Fort St. 
John on April 10 and there built their 
boats and floated down the Pei.ce river. 
Mr. Deachmiin said they met with no 
difficulties and says that a man starting 
early in the spring could drive a team 
and loaded sleigh from Edmonton to 
Fort Graham in 45 days. The route got 
a black eye through men, not properly 
equipped attempting the journey, but 
even among these there was no great 
suffering as fur as he knew. Only one 
party, the Walker party, was delayed 
and that was through the illness of one 
man. They finally got through as did 
all the others, who continued on the jour- 
ney, many returning to Edmonton. 

Lots of good prospects were found 
on the Omineca, Stranger and Oselina 
rivers and ou other creeks, by Mr. 
Deachman and his associates. They 
located two dredging claims at the mouth 
of the Omineca and also some hydraulic 
propositions. As high as 300 colors to 
the pnn were found and a man working 
with a pun could make from $1.50 to .$3 
a day. It is a good country and lots of 
gold, but a man must be prepared to 
work hard. The only very difficult place 
they found was the Black Canyon on the 
Omineca, where they had to haul their 
boats up a perpendicular bank with block 
and tackle and carry them for half a 
mile around the bud water. The canyon 
is five miles above the junction of the 
Omineca and Findlny. 

bum, an old Chinese miner who has 
been in the country for many years, tells 
how four Chinamen were drowned in 
the canyon a few years ago. "They go 
up," says Lum; "boat turn around; I no 
see Chinamen any more." There arc a 
lot of Chinamen on the creeks making 
fair wages. Lum, the pioneer, had 35 
ounces stolen from his cabin, which was 
broken into. 

The Hudson's Bay company's steamer 
Caledonia was met 00 miles from Hazle- 
t(;n by Mr. Deachman, who came down 
in a canoe. 

Another arrival from the Omineca 
country was Sidney Cooper, who also 
went in by the Edmonton route. He 
went in with the Excelsior party of throe 
men, one of whom, like Mr. Deachman's 
associates, is wintering at Fort Graham.

Muskett, a store keeper of Vancouver, 
is under confinement in the detectives' 
cell at the central police station. Mus- 
kett is alleged to have defrauded ti is 
creditors here for a large amount. One 
of them is the Witham Shoe company, 
which is pressing the case against him. 
One Friday Chief Detective Carpenter 
received a wire from Vancouver to de- 
tain Muskett on his arrival. Muskett, 
however, got off at St. Martin's, and 
went to Quebec, where he was arrested. 
He was brought buck here where he will 
be kept until the arrival of a warrant 
from Vancouver. 



CROW'S NEST RAILWAY. 

Construction to Kootenny Lake Now 
Completed— The Ferry to Nelson. 

Winnipeg, Oct. 4.— (Special)— The con- 
struction of the Crow's Nest Fuss rail- 
way will be completed to the shore of 
Kootenny lake by to-night. Work has 
been pushed ahead steadily for the past 
year and now the greater part of the 
undertaking has been accomplished. 
Communication with Nelson will at once 
be established by water on Kootenny 
lake. Ferry steamers have been con- 
structed by the C.P.R. with accommo- 
dation to fill all requirements until such 
times as the remaining portion of the 
road is completed. The company has 
two years within which to complete the 
contract and notwithstanding reports to 
the contrary, Mr. Shaughnessy states the 
terms will be carried out to the letter. 



HACKETT DEFEATS JOHNSON. 

The Vancouver Oarsman Ten Lengths 
Behind— AVinner Will Challenge 
Gaudaur. 

Rat Portage, Oct. 4.— (Special)— The 
three-mile sculling race between Robert 
Johnson, of Vancouver, and John L. 
Hnckett, of this place, for $1,000 a side, 
took place to-day on the Lake of the 
Woods course here. It was a most un- 
favorable day for the race, and the air 
was raw and cold. Hnckett was the 
first to take the water after the firing 
of the stnrter's gun. Both rowed a 
slow stroke for the first half mile, Hnck- 
ett steering rather wildly, owing to dif- 
ficulty in discerning the buoys. Johnson 
appeared to row a straight course in 
spite of the mist. Hackett turned the 
stake two lengths ahead and gained all 
the way home, finishing about ten 
lengths ahead in 20 minutes, 49 seconds. 
It is understood that Hackett will chal- 
lenge Jake Gaudaur for the world's 
championship before Gaudaur retires. 
Both are residents of Rat Portage. 



A WISE SPANIARD. 

He Sees the Power Which the United 
States Will Acquire Through 
Captured Colonics. 

Paris, Oct. 4.— La Fntrie this evening 
prints an interview said to have been 
held with General Rafel Cerreo y Saenz, 
of the Spanish peace commission, in 
which he is represented as saying: 
"Peace between Spain and the United 
States will complicate all the Eastern 
questions. The day upon which the pre- 
liminaries are signed the chapter in the 
new history of E.irope will be commenc- 
ed. The United States henceforth will 
play a preponderant part in events in 
which different parts of the world will 
be the theatre. It has been asserted that 
Spain wanted war or allowed herself to 
bo dragged into it. This is a mistake. 
The United States have long coveted our 
colonics. They introduced separatists 
and autonomic ideas into Cuba, ideas 
which were not shared by a majority of 
the inhabitants. Influences of all kinds 
have been brought into play to excite ris- 
ings, and hence ensued a war, the con- 
sequences of which may be so prejudicial 
to ourselves and may affect all European 
interests. 

"The North Americans on their side 
will be compelled to create a naval force 
demanded by the situation brought 
about by events. The stronger the 
United States are the more their friend- 
ship will be sought after and the more 
also their rivalry will be feared by all 
European nations. Look at the extreme 
Orient where France, Russia, Germany 
and England are powerful rivals. If 
the Americans instal themselves in the 
Philippines the situation will be greatly 
modified and they will not hesitate to 
seek the friendship of Japan and Eng- 
land to the detriment of all other coun- 
tries. There will be for America a truly 
privileged situation, but the diplomatic 
role will be rendered proportionately 
more difficult."

Ottawa, Oct. 4.— The Supreme court 
opened its autumn session to-day. Ap- 
plication was made to inscribe an appeal 
in the matter of the S'cholnstique murder 
case, in which Mrs. Poirier, along with 
Sum Parslow, was convicted of murder- 
ing Mrs. Foirier's husband. Mrs. Poirier 
made admissions to a detective before 
the trial which were used in evidence 
against her, which it is said ought not 
to have been done. The appeal was ad- 
mitted and placed on the foot of the Que- 
bec list which is now proceeding. 

As intimated in the despatches of last 
week, Mr. Sifton lias in contemplation 
the reduction or abolition of the Yukon 
gold royalty, also investigating the 
charges against ofllcials. 

Mr. Gillmor, cx-M.P. for Charlotte, 
N.B., is said to be an applicant for tho 
governorship of the Northwest. 

SOLDIERS' GRIEVANCES. 

U. S. Investigating Committee Hear 
Particulars From Gen. Wheeler. 

Washington, Oct. 4 — The war investiga.- 
tion committee began taking testimony 
to-day and Major General Wheeler was 
on the stand the greater part of the day. 
There was a full attendance of the com- 
mittee and tho doors of the room in 
which the inquiry is conducted were for 
the first time opened to representatives of 
the press. 

General AVheelcr's testimony covered 
the case of the soldiers at the two im- 
portant points of Santiago and Wikoff. 
He said with referei.ee to the conduct 
of affairs at Santiago that there bad 
necessarily been some suffering in tho 
trenches but that General Shafter had 
exercised the utmost effort to protect his 
men. There had been, he said, a short- 
age of land transportation facilities for 
a time and there had been no tents for 
n. week. The roods were very fair. 

The entire afternoon session was de- 
voted to the examination of the condi- 
tions nt Camp Wikoff in Long Island. 
The General contended that Wikoff was 
a model camp, the climate a salubrious 
one, and the accommodations quite ex- 
ceptional in character. He considered 
tho hospital capacity equal to the de- 
mands upon it and that no military camp 
in history was ever so well supplied iu 
all respects as it was. Red tape methods 
were entirely abolished and the demands 
of the men were met as soon as they 
were properly voiced. 

TRANSPORT ON FI RE. 

Sick American Soldiers Exposed to Dan- 
ger on the Way Home. 

Santiago de Cuba, Oct. 4.— The United 
States transport Obdnm, whicb left here 
on Sunday for New York, with .a large 
number of sick soldiers from Porto Rico 
on board, lias returned, with her bunk- 
ers on fire. The presence of lire was 
discovered yesterday nt 10 in the morn- 
ing, near the main hold, which was at 
once flooded with HO tons of water, and 
a gang of men were put. to work remov- 
ing tho ammunition, of which the ship 
carried a large supply. All the officers 
and soldiers who were well enough to 
do so, Avorked hard to extinguish the 
llames. Every means available is bow 
being employed to extinguish the fire, 
and it is hoped she will be able to leave 
here again in throe days' time. 

MANITOBA AND NORTHWEST. 

Van Home Farty's Progress— Rates on 
Grain— Premier Groeuwny's 
Return. 

Winnipeg, Oct. 4.— (Special)— Two In- 
dians were drowned at Fort Francis a 
few days ago while attempting to run 
the rapids. 

Taking effect October 10 the rates of 
the C.P.R. on bulk wheat froui Fort 
William to Peterboro and stations west 
thereof, on their line, will be seven 
cents per bushel. 

Paul Brown, the negro who shot and 
killed another colored man on Thomas 
street, is waiting the day of his trial 
with apparent indifference. He will bo 
tried 'at the assizes next month. 

Premier Greenway returned to the 
city to-day after nn absence of several 
weeks at his Crystal City farm.

There 
is no dciillite information as to the popu 
latiou of the island, and estimates of 
the number supposed to have perished 
there range from 20 to 50. The popula- 
tion was made up wholly of negro track 
growers. The damage to property there 
is estimated at half a million dollars, 
News from outlying islands is not ot 
itainablc. 



CHINA'S LOST EMPEIlOIt.

London, Oct. -I.— According to a di- 
spatch from Shanghai, the Pekln cones 
pondent of the Mercury, of that city, 
asserts that the Emperor of China in- 
tended to remove the Empress Dowager 
from his path, and entrusted his plans 
to an adherent. The latter proved a 
traitor. The Empress Dowager, on 
learning of the plot, sternly upbraided 
the Emperor and invited him to drink 
the contents of a cup which she had 
poisoned. lie swallowed the. fluid at a 
gulp.

New York, Oct. 4.— George .T. Gould 
by a decision of the court of appeals ren 
dered to-day, will be compelled to pay to 
the state the sum of .$1:(2,7S4 as a tax 
on a $5,000,000 bequest left him by his 
father, the late Jay Gould. The decision 
also declares that the estate of Jay 
Gould" was not appraised .$10,000,000 in 
excess of its actual value, as was con 
tended by the executors of the dead 
railroad king. 

The case is one of the most important 
decided by the court in many months. It 
litis been at. issue for years, and in its 
disposition a precedent has been estab 
lishctl which for the future will have 
great weight in the determination of 
cases arising under the taxation of trans 
fern. 



DREYFUS TRIAL IN SECRET. 

Public Curiosity Will Not Be Gratified 
If Revision Is Ordered. 

Paris, Oct. 4.— M. Godfrey Cavaigiuu 
who recently resigned the portfolio of 
war minister because of bis opposition to 
a revision of the Dreyfus case, was ques- 
tioned to-day as to -whether, in the event 
•of the court of cassation ordering a revi- 
sion of the trinl of Dreyfus, it would he 
open or secret. Ho replied that it must 
be secret for three reasons, the essential 
one being the material impossibility of 
communicating the Dossier. 

Berlin, Oct. 4.— The Cologne Gazette, 
upon Official authority, positively contra 
diets (he statement that Herr von TCuo- 
low, minister of foreign affairs, has been 
•commanded by the Emperor to furnish 
information as to the role of Colonel 
Scliwnrzoppon, formerly German military 
attache at Paris, in the Dreyfus affair. 
There is no intention on the part of the 
government, the Gazette says, to depart 
from the attitude of complete reserve 
which has been observed from the out 
set. j

FRENCH DECORATIONS. 

Quebecers May Not Be Allowed to Wear 
the Order of Legion of Honor. 

Montreal, Oct. 3. — (Special)— A Star 
cable from London says: "I understand 
that the colonial ollice, replying to Lord 
Aberdeen regarding Canadians and the 
Legion of honor, declares that Canadi- 
ans are British subjects, and that, there- 
fore, their application will be governed 
by the same rules that apply to all other 
applicants. The rule is that upon noti- 
fication from a foreign government, in 
this case the French government, the 
foreign secretary will judge each case 
on its merits. 

"If previous practice be followed it is 
difficult to see how Lieut.-Govcrnor 
Jette, lion. F. G. Marchand and others 
can be permitted to wear their orders, 
as the regulations declare that the recip- 
ient must be the chief of a compliment- 
ary mission from the Queen or a military 
or naval attache, or have rendered valu- 
able service to the conferring sovereign 
outside of the Queen's dominions. 

'•Pontifical medals are quite another 
matter, the Pope not being regarded as a 
foreign sovereign. Anyone is at liberty 
with the Queen's more or less formal 
permission, to accept and wear them."

THE PREFERENCE SCORES ONE. 

It Creates Business For Steamship Line 
and For Vancouver Refinery. 

The Sydney correspondent of the To- 
ronto Monetary Times says: The sugar 
trade between Queensland and Canada 
has fairly set in. The first lot of 750 
tons is here to he loaded on the Miowera. 
This is all the space the steamer lias to 
spare. The steamship line is now as- 
sured of full cargoes each way for some 
time to come. It is probable that a 
steamer direct from the sugar ports of 
Queensland, with a cargo of 3,000 tons, 
will be put on. It is estimated that the 
Canadian preferential tariff on the sugar 
contracted for will give the shippers an 
advantage of over $40,000, Canadians 
doing business in Australia say this is 
sentimental and pretty, but want to 
know what Canada is getting in return. 
It is said that some of them are writing 
to their home offices to ascertain whether 
a policy cannot ho devised that will help 
them a bit in return for what Canada 
is giving. "Just now," said :i British 
Columbian at present here, "it looks ns 
if the sugar growers of Queensland and 
u refinery in British Columbia are get- 
ting all the benefits of the preferential 
business." 



REVELSTOKE RIVER BANK. 

Another Urgent Appeal for Action by 
the Provincial Government.

STEEL FOB VICTORIA. 

A Large Order Indicating Near I5y 
Activity in Ship Building. 

A Chicago despatch dated September 
18 reads as follows: "Chicago's suprem 
acy as a steel market was demonstrate! 
yesterday when the Scully Steel and 
Iron company closed a contract for the 
delivery of 2,500 tons of steel plates at 
Victoria, 15. C, to be used in the con- 
struction of live British steamships by 
one of the largest shipbuilding firms al 
that point. 

"The value of the contract exceeds 
$100,000, a sum which on its face may 
not carry the full significance of 
deal to those outside of the steel and 
iron business. When this figure is taken 
in consideration with the fact, that the 
contract was secured against the compe- 
tition of the largest steel linns ill the 
country. England and Germany, it tells 
a story of Chicago enterprise and com 
mereial activity of the characteristic 
sort. 

"The shipment t" Victoria will follow 
closely after a notable performance by 
the Illinois Steel company. This com- 
pany has just completed the delivery of 
il.OOO tons of steel plates at Glasgow 
Scotland, at a price per ton which mad 
the total contract worth nearly $1,500, 
000, "While engaged in the delivery o 
these steel plates, manufactured for 
shipbuilding purposes, the company wa 
also delivering light "T" rails it) Gov 
many." 



WILFRID THE UNREADY. 

Australian Premiers Blame Him For 
Delay In Pacific Cable Project. 

A Sydney letter to the Toronto Mone- 
tary Times says: "The Pacific cable 
is creating some interest again. In re- 
sponse to addresses from boards of trade, 
urging action, the Australian premiers 
ale throwing all the blame on the Pre- 
mier of Canada. They claim that he 
was thi' bad boy in the game in London 
last year. A little more action on their 
part would do a great: deal more than 
grumbling at Sir Wilfrid Laurier. When 
Australia is ready to do something more 
than to pass feeble resolutions, Canada 
doubtless will be found willing to under- 
take her reasonable share of the respon- 
sibility. The Eastern Extension Tele- 
graph company has u pretty good esti- 
mate of the patience of Australia. It 
has the cable monopoly of the four and 
a half millions of people, charges them 
40 per cent, more than they ought to pay 
and gets a subsidy besides. When it 
fears that the Australians really mean to 
do something towards getting a Pncifi 
cable, it. talks smooth things to the gov 
ernments and people, .lust now it is 
carrying a very high head, evidently 
thinking not much business is meant in 
the talk of a rival. It may yet kick 
so hard as to arouse the placid Austral- 
ians to action. A conference is at pres- 
ent being hold in London that may re- 
sult in something. 

"If the managers of the Eastern Ex- 
tension company have not muzzled th 
Australian press, they have pretty ef- 
fectually silenced it. Not only are low- 
rates given by the company to press 
messages, but the daily papers have 
formed a news syndicate, and none out- 
side this syndicate can get press cables. 
This ensures a monopoly of the daily 
newspaper publication to those now in 
the trade. A second cable, especially if 
it wore controlled by the interested gov- 
ernments, might break up this monopoly. 
It is no wonder, therefore, that the 
Pacific cable project gets cold encourage- 
ment from the press here."

The first day's programme of the Ken- 
tucky trotting horse breeders' meeting 
stood over until to-day, on account of 
rain.

Newport. News was thronged yesterday 
witli visitors who came to witness the 
launching of the battleship Illinois. 
Thirty thousand persons witnessed the 
ceremonies. 

At the New York clearing house yes- 
terday, it was stated that the Trades- 
men's National Bank had failed to clear. 
The bank is one of the oldest in the city 
and long identified with the trade. 

As u result of a difference of opinion. 
Grand Master Workman Hill, of the 
Ancient Order of United Workmen, has 
removed from ollice W. F. Mclutyre, 
chairman of the committee on finance. 

The boiler in Leatherby & Sons' works, 
near Reno, Nov., exploded yesterday, 
wrecking the plant. The dead are: .1. 
Shearer, engineer; — Mitchell. Injured: 
.1. Williams, Fargo, and a man known as 
" Fresno." 

A special from Bombay says that a. 
ferryboat was capsized yesterday while 
crossing the Indus at Nittun-Kote, n 
town of the Punjaub on the west bank 
of the river, and 10U of the passengers 
were drowned. 

The London correspondent of the Paris 
Journal des Debuts announces that 
Great Britain and Iiussia are about to 
sign un agreement giving the former pre- 
ponderance in the Yangtse valley, and 
the latter in Manchuria. 

It is feared that the Labrador mail 
steamer Leopard, with a crew of IS and 
V2 passengers, was lost during a severe 
storm off the northeast coast of the 
island last week. She left King's Cove 
on Tuesday morning, but had not reached 
Battle Harbor al. midnight on Friday 
though it is only a 24 hours' run. 

The Hawaiian Star says that accord 
ing to the congressional committee the 
islands will be called the Territory of 
Hawaii and have one representative in 
congress. The governor is to he appoint- 
ed by the President and bo paid $5,000 
or !fb,000 a year, Hawaii will have a 
legislature flip make its own local laws, 
subject to approval of congress. To vote 
for u senator an elector must possess 
an annual income of .'?000. In every- 
thing else the franchise is free and un- 
restricted by qualification, 

The opinion of the medical staff of the 
American army at Porto Rico is that the 
condition of the volunteer forces neces- 
sitates their removal north. Sickness 
has been increasing at an alarming rate 
Sick reports show that over 2,700 are in 
the hospital or quarters, out of a total 
command of 10,000 men. Convalescents 
seemingly cannot recover strength in this 
climate, and they are being sent north 
as rapidly as possible. In the regular 
infantry regiments the average is only 
about 10 per cent., while in the volun- 
teer regiments the sick average lit per 
cent. 

Several hours before sunset on Mon- 
day there began to arrive at. Wichita. 
Kansas, Hying low over the city, a cloud 
of insects, comprising grasshoppers, 
wasps, bald hornets, several varieties of 
butterflies and bald bees, drifting slowlj 
wiih the light breeze towards the south 
east, the lowest flying wasps and hornets 
clustering in great numbers about tin 
peaks and spires of the higher buildings 
The cloud of winged creatures, extend 
ing into the air limits of vision over- 
head, was passing for hours.

TIIIC ALASKAN DEAL. 

Further Details of the Proposition Be- 
fore the Quebec Conference. 

A Quebec despatch to the Montreal 
Gazette dated September -7 reads 11 
follows: 

"This much is known of the work ( 
(lie international commission, that tw 
rather important questions— sealing and 
Canada-Alaska boundary— are practical 
ly settled. Strange as it may seem 
these topics have been dovetailed, and 
to-day the commissioners threshed them 
out in conference. 

"It. was suppospd, a few days ago, ns 
the settlement of the Canada-Alaski 
boundary question was purely a lega 
one, that it would lie referred to an in 
dependent tribunal for determination 
but now it appears that the American 
commissioners have shifted their 
ground. They say that, the report of 
Messrs. King and Slondenhall, the com- 
missioners appointed in 1893 to procure 
nil data necessary to the proper (lelini- 
ination of the boundary, is sufficient to 
enable the commissioners themselves to 
reach a conclusion, and therefore they 
object to the reference of the subject to 
any oilier tribunal. 

"The Americans adhere to the extreme 
view put forward by them for years 
that the boundary line follows the Port 
land channel, and that, where mountain! 
"parallel to the coast" are more than ten 
marine leagues distant, therefrom, that 
the line shall follow the sinuosities of the 
coast. The effect of this contention 
would be to retain Dyea. Skagway and 
Pyramid Harbor at the bead of Lynn 
Canal, in United States possession. Tin 
Canadian commissioners, it is said, art 
not going to offer much opposition to tin 
American view, but think they can make 
a "trade" which will be beneficial tc 
Canada. The sealers ore to he bought 
out by the United States— ships and out- 
fits, — but there is the further question 
involved of national right to seal in 
Behring sea, and for" this the United 
Slates must be prepared to pay. If the 
right to seal in Behring sea he not. legal- 
ly conceded to the United States, then 
there would be nothing to prevent any 
Canadian from embarking next year in 
this industry. The price which Canada 
will demand for surrendering her right 
to seal in Behring sen is access to the 
Yukon country for all time by way 
of the Lynn • Canal— Dyea, Skegway or 
Pyramid Harbor, each or all, to be ad 
ministered jointly by both countries, and 
possibly one port banded over to Great 
Britain. 

"How the British Columbia people, 
who have for years ' contended that the 
American claim that the boundary line 
should follow the sinuosities of coast, is 
wrong, will regard the government's 
surrender to the United States, remains 
to be seen. Friends of the federal gov- 
ernment, argue that, ns the coast, littoral 
has been in possession of Russia and 
the United States since 1825. no inde- 
pendent tribunal would disturb them in 
possession. This, however, is mere 
guess-work. When a court of arbitra- 
tion had so decided, if would then seem 
but reasonable that Canada should be 
prepared to saw off her sealing rights 
for access to the ports at the head of 
Lynn Canal; ns it is the Canadian com- 
missioners appear to be putting the cart 
before the horse. 

"The United Statesers are a thorough- 
ly business body of men. They realize 
that, the acquirements of Canada's seal- 
ing rights along with those of Japan and 
Russia will put the entire monopoly of 
sealskins in the hands of the North Am 
erica n Transportation company, who nre 
the lessees of the rookeries to-day." 



A SUPERB OBSERVATORY. 

Whore the Huge .Yerkes Telescope Will 
lie Housed In Wisconsin. 

Boston Herald. 

It must lie admitted that the future bonie 
of such a world-renowned Instrument as 
the great Yerkes telescope Is deserving of 
the finest abode that money can purchase 
and architectural skill design. All this 
end more can be justly claimed for the 
Yerkes Observatory, no«r In process of con- 
struction at this place. The structure Is 
i. earing completion and will soon be ready 
for the Inspection of the devotees of sci- 
nce. It Is n picturesque building out- 
wardly, ami the design is a unique one. 
The observatory Is so formed as to t-il.-e 
the shape of u Latin cross, the extremities 
comprising three towers or domes. The 
length of the building Is 3211 feet, and the 
main dome, under which the great tele- 
scope will repose, Is Ho feet in diameter. 

It is in and around this inula dome that 
the cldef Interest; centres. The two other 
towers will contain telescopes, the one u 
12-luch and the other a 10-iiieb, but these 
do not begin to compare in size and Im- 
portance with the -10-tnch monster under 
the main dome. 

One remarkable thing about the main 
dome Is Hint It. revolves on u clrcn.nr 
truck, can-led by the tower walls. V'-ls 
was the ingenious way In which the archi- 
tect surmounted the difficulty In constrict- 
ing a dome in which It was necessary to 
give the telescope free .play in sweeping 
the skies. Like the turret of a warship, 
the dome trout whence protrudes the great 
Yerkes Instrument can be moved nt the 
will of an operator, so that the telescope 
shall point In any direction desired. The 
device for swinging the dome around Is u 
very simple and convenient one. The track 
is n rail resting on a cast Iron girder 
bolted to the masonry. The wheels by 
which the dome revolves on the track lire 
thirty-six In number, nnd the journals are 
titled with roller bearings and are so con- 
structed thai the wheels adjust themselves 
to any chance Inequalities In the smooth- 
ness of the track. 

By means of an apparatus located In the 
lower part of the building, the dome can 
be moved either by litiud or power ma- 
chinery, nnd An endless cable wound 
around the dome nnd connecting with this 
machinery causes the dome to revolve on 
Its truck. By starting this cable In 
motion the dome can be moved In either 
direction. 

The amount of work and enre Involved 
In designing and constructing this dome 
can scarcely lie Imagined. It wns necessary 
to exercise the greatest care, lest, during 
one of the atmospheric dlstrubances too 
common to this part of the country, a dis- 
aster should occur before the different 
pints of the dome were solidly connect- 
ed. 

Besides the difficulty of constructing 
this revolving dome, piece by piece, there 
was the delicate work of erecting the tele- 
scope and the machinery by which It Is 
operated. Alt this was done slowly and 
methodically, and without accident of any 
Kind. The likelihood of an accident was 
so great, however, that those In charge 
of the work have been In n per- 
fect fever of anxiety since It begun, nndi 
only new are they beginning to breathe 
1 reedy. 

Of the monster that is housed In the 
great dome. Prof. George B. Hale, direc- 
tor of the Yerkes Observatory, says: "In 
addition to the ordinary appliances for 
actuating the quick and slow motions and 
clumping the telescope, a complete system 
of electric motions, clamps and illumina- 
tion Is provided, Convcnli ntly plnced 
switches at the eye end and at the equa- 
torial head, enable the observer or his as- 
sistant on the balcony to start or stop the 
slow motion motors, aril I • e'nmp or un- 
c'nmp In right uscenslo ■ and declination, 
by simply pressing knobs. The quick mo- 
tion motors are controll d from the bal- 
cony by swindles, and from the eye end 
by cords. The circles nre illuminated by 
incandescent lumps, connected with 
switches tit th- eye end and on the bend. 
Provision Is also made for electric illu- 
mination of the micrometer wires. The 
40-Inch objective of the Yerkes telescope 
was made nt Cnmbrldgcport, Mass., from 
disks furnished by the Mantns of Paris, 
The crown lens are about 2% Inches thick 
at the centre and three-fourths inch at 
the edge; It weighs 200 pounds. The lenses 
mi' mounted upon aluminum bearings in 
cast Iron cell."

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HOW SPAIN TOOK PORTO RICO. 

!Tho Story of tile Discovery and the Easy 
but Cruel conquest of the Latest 
Aiucrieuu l'ossebsiou. 

Four hundred years ago the eyes of the 
World were centered on the West indies. 
Alter Uoluuioua u:id mudu his Urol discov-

uud, una was succussiui in planting cue 
ntimuaid 01 bjmiu on many rlcu uud lerille 
shores. 

On his second voyage, in 1403, while 
cruising auioug the isnu.da ot tuc Went 
Indies, we uiu toui one of our histor- 
ians tuat "the amveU one evening In sight 
ol a great island covered with Ueautuut 
loresto uud luueiuuu with hue havens, 
It wua called hy tnu natives Borinueu, uiu 
Columbus gave it the name of baa Juan 
Buutistu. it is tue same since known 
by the name ot Porto Kico. it was fer- 
tile and populous, ami under the dominion 
of a single eacniuo or euief." Columbus 
landed ui one 01 ine villages, which was 
built around a square with one large, wed- 
constructed house in the centre. A wide 
load, fenced on each side, extended to 
the seusiioie, tue fence being made ot 
reeds, inclosing line gardens. The roud 
terminated lit a kiuu of terrace which 
overlooked the water. The whole place 
was distinguished hy its neatness and In- 
genuity, and seemed to be the residence 
of the chief. Columbus made but a brief 
slay at Porto Kico, and the inland appears 
to nave remained nu further explored until 
15US. it In remarkable that It was neglect- 
ed for so long, as it is said to uuve oeen 
most inviting as seen from the water, Its 
mountains being well covered with gigantic 
trees of Hue toiluge, and its valleys were 
broad and green. 

In 15UK Juan Ponce de Leon (who after- 
wards discovered Florida) conceived tin 
idea of exploring Porto Kico, which, owing 
to the transparency of the tropical atmos- 
phere, he could easily discern from the 
neighboring Island of Haytl. With the 
Spaniards, us with the Americans of the 
present day, the love of gold was the lead- 
ing passion, and Ponce de Leoii particular- 
ly desired to explore Porto Itlco because lie 
had heard from some of the natives that 
the precious metal was there in abundance. 
On landing he was received very kindly by 
the chief, who, with his family, was seated 
under -tile shade of the native trees, ihese 
hospitable and unsuspecting natives vied 
with each other In doing honor to Ponce do 
Leon and his followers. As wus the custom 
with the Spaniards, .Ponce de Leon offered 
to baptize them, but they refused, though 
they allowed him to bestow Christian 
mimes on them, of which they were very 
proud. The chief showed him all over 
the Island, disclosing Its wild and rugged 
scenery, its mountains covered with line 
forests and Its fertile, well-watered val- 
leys. Ponce dc- Leon, however, only gave 
tue beauty of the scenery and agricultural 
productiveness a passing glance. He never 
forgot for a moment that the object of 
his visit was to discover the presence of 
gold, and was therefore delighted when 
the chief lirough lilm richly veined pebbles 
from the rivers. He immediately returned 
with some of these to Haytl, where lie 
he reported the success of his expedition. 
Tie was ambitious to become governor of 
the new Island, but it looked for some 
time as If he would be doomed to disap- 
pointment. However, finally through the 
influence of ex-Governor Ovando, of Haytl, 
he received Ids appointment from King 
Ferdinand. 

J mm Ponce de Leon took command of the 
Island in the year 1500i not, however, until 
after Juan Ceron had governed Porto Rico 
for a short time. Ho appointed Chrlstlval 
de Stomnvor his lieutenant. After a short 
time, however, Stomayor resigned, but re- 
mained on the island as a private Indivi- 
dual, establishing himself In a village 
where <he king had assigned to mm a 
large number of Indians. 

Ponce do Leon's seat of government was 
lixed in a town railed Cnparru. on the 
northern side of the island. I - faced the 
port called Porto Kico, from Which nfter- 
wards the name of the island was taken. 
The approach to the town was up a moun- 
tain', which made It cost more to convey 
provisions, etc., to the new capital than 
to transport them from Spain. 

Ponce de Leon mad- may Improvements 
In the Island and founded towns, hot in do- 
ing so distributed the poor Indians in allot- 
ments. In order to force them to give the 
more efficient work. In the beginning the 
Indians had been most frlee.dlv witli the 
white men. and had shown them every 
kindness, but now. since tliey had assumed 
the position of tnsk masters, their feel- 
ings towards them naturally changed. 
Their burdens were made so heavy that 
they almost despaired. Some of them pro- 
posed a general uprising, bat were held in 
'heck because they labored under the de- 
lusion that the Spaniards, were ^upermi

held n council of war, of which Pone de 
Leon was secretly advised, and set forth 
to surprise them. When ho came In sight 
of the Indian camp, however, and saw the 
number assembled he realized that he had 
embarked in a hazardous undertaking. He 
hastily had a fortification constructed, be 
hind which he and his men prepared to de- 
fend themselves. The chief, Agueybana, 
while leading an assault, received a fatal 
wound from an arquebuse and Immediately 
died. The Spaniards soon suspected that 
the chief was slain from the confusion 
among the Indians, who carried the body 
off with great lamentations and ceased to 
make attacks upon the Spanish fortification 
Under cover of the confusion Ponce dc 
Leon drew his men off, though some of 
them were averse to giving up just when 
they hail gained an advantage, hut as they 
were outnumbered by the Indians Police do 
Leon felt that "discretion was the better 
part of valor." 

About lids time King Ferdinand, who 
seems to have been very vacillating, de- 
elded that he had treated the former Gov- 
ernor of Porto Kico, Juan Veron, unjustly 
In depriving: him of Ills commission and 
giving It to Ponce de Leon, so lie reinstat- 
ed Juan Ceron. Ponce de Leon had com- 
pletely subjugated the natives of the Is 
land, however, before the new governor 
arrived. The killing of their chief had 
been a death blow to the natives, and they 
never made war again, but gradually fell 
under the Spanish control. They were put 
at working mines, etc., and sunk under 
the despised labor, and In a little while 
almost all the natives had disappeared 
from the island.

It is officially announced that the 
Northern racific railway company will 
reduce ils passenger rates in Washington 
and Idaho from live to four cents per 
mile. This will he welcome news to 
the travelling public, us it means that 
the competing lines will be compelled to 
follow the example of the Northern Pa- 
cific, and come down to the four-cent -per- 
uiiie rate. The Great Northern, the O. 
It. & N., and the Canadian Pacific will 
ho compelled to sell tickets nt. the four 
cents per mile rate to at least their coast 
terminal points from this section of the 
country. This will cut down the cost 
of tickets from here to the coast iu, the 
neighborhood of $4, and for the round 
trip to double that sum.— Rosslaud 
Miner. 



PLEBISCITE'S SOLE EFFECT. 
If the plebiscite curries in the affirma- 
tive, somebody in this government will 
have to do some resigning. Certainly, 
in such n case, Sidney Fisher cannot 
keep his sent if the government does not 
introduce a prohibitory measure next 
session; while, if it does, how can 
Messrs. Tarte, Joly and Geoffriou keep 
their places ? It would look as if Sir 
"Wilfrid is bound to miss some familiar 
faces ut the beard, if the people disre- 
gard the advice of throe of his ministers 
and ask for prohibition. "Who will be 
saarificed ? Will it be the one or the 
three ? Or will it he none ? It is quite 
possible, of course, that individual minis- 
ters can swallow their principles as read- 
ily us can an associated ministry. It js 
no wonder, however, in the face of this 
terrible dilemma, that Sir Wilfrid's more 
immediate colleagues in Quebec are try- 
ing all they know to keep down that 
vote.— Montreal Star. 

SAMPLE EASTERN IGNORANCE. 
The Alaskan boundary question .would 
ho best settled by a fair exchange of ter- 
ritory, Canada ceding as much of the 
Yukon district, adjoining Alaska as 
would compensate the United States for 
the cession to Canada of the Pacific lit - 
torul of British Columbia and of the 
Yukon district remaining to Canada. Ihe 
deal ought to be a comparatively easy 
one under the present circumstances. 
* * * The discovery of the extraor- 
dinary wealth of the Yukon has pro- 
vided Canada with a valuable territory 
which she could, without any sense of 
national humiliation, cede to the United 
States. The rich Klondike district ad- y 
joins the United States territory of Alas- 
ka. The Yukon river, flowing through 
Alaska, is the natural approach to the 
Klondike district, and would doubtless 
he rendered easy of navigation by the 
United States were it interested in the 
development of the Klondike region. The 
enormous value of the Klondike region is 
placed beyond all doubt by the unparal- 
leled richness of the placer diggings: 
only the richest districts can be profit- 
ably worked at the present cost of liv- 
ing, but once easy routes of communi- 
cation and transportation are establish- 
ed, the ten dollar a day pr.y dirt which 
is found in so many districts throughout 
the region will immediately become pro- 
fitably productive. The development of 
th is district, if brought about from the 
Alaskan side, will hasten the develop- 
ment of Alaska. If quartz lodes are 
discovered in the region, which all the 
indications point to, and of which the 
host geologists and prospectors are con- 
fident, the value of the Klondike region 
will be very great. It ought to he pos- 
sible to arrange for the exchange or 
tu.. territories. Canada will of course 
be making the greatest sacrifice by part- 
ing .vith the Klondike, for she lias al- 
ready greatly benefited by the discovery 
of the riches and development of that

EGYPT'S FIRST DYNASTIES. 

W. Flinders Petrie on the Results of Re 
cent Discoveries 

Among the many papers read to the re 
cent session of the British Association 
was one by W. Flinders Petrie, the emi 
nent Egyptologist. Its title was "Egypt 
Under the First Three Dynasties, in the 
Light of Recent Discoveries." 

His object Mr. Petrie said, was to giv 
a summary of the principal discoveries 
during the last five years that had re 
vealcd the fiso of Egyptian civilization 
It had been said that the beginning of 
the fourth Egyptian dynasty— 'the uu 
the pyramids, about -1,U0 B.C. — was the 
furthest back that we could go. The 
puzzle was that there had been no trace 
of litis high civilization. But now entire- 
ly new discoveries during the last three 
years at Koptos, Nagadu, Abydos and 
Ilierncoupolis, and various excavations 
had discovered remains belonging to the 
ages before -iUOO B.C., which had hither 
to been the starting point of known his 
tory. Beginning with the Libyan stock 
with some negro mixture, which occupied 
Egypt in the earliest ages of civilization 
he "showed some of the objects he had 
found at Nagada — statuettes, games 
slate palettes for grinding paint, beauti- 
fully ribbed Hint knives of extreme deli 
cacy, forked lances and arrows, carved 
spoons of ivory and bone, harpoons, 
bracelets and combs. 

These wore at first temporarily as 
signed to a new race, as we knew nothing 
more about them; but now they could be 
safely assigned to the pre-dynastic stock 
about 5000 B.C., and even earlier. In 
the graves of this aboriginal race were 
found bowls of black clay with patterns 
imprinted upon them. They were ot 
great importance in considering the rela- 
tion of this civilization to that of others 
in the Mediterranean. In each of the 
countries where this had been found — 
Spain, Bosnia, Egypt and Hissarhk— it 
was contemporary with the introduction 
of metals. Metals had just been intro- 
duced, and therefore, in all cases this pot- 
tery was associated with the same state 
of "civilization. The proximate date of 
this was the close of the Neolithic period 
and the introduction of metals— viz., 5000 
ji_ O. — and that accorded very 
very well with the time necessary for ar- 
riving at the high culture attained by 
I500' B.C. Therefore, these discoveries 
were of great value in giving the relative 
state of Egyptian civilization to that ol 
the rest of the world at the introduction 
of the dynastic rule. 

There was a wide difference between 
the people of 5000 B.C. and those of 4000 
B C but no difference between those ol 
the latter period and modern tunes, i his 
showed that a different race entered the 
country about that period. Next came 
the earliest dynastic remains of the lue-

The puzzle was how tins 
civilization arose, and we had discoveied 
evidence to solve this puzzle. Egypt 
was then an originator in the arts, and

LAKE AT LIN. 



Ho far as can be judged from the re- 
ports received, the Lake Atlin gold field 
gives promise of being the scene of great 
activity next season. It is well to can 
tion the public against being over-san- 
guine in regard to it, and the great mini 
bet' of claims already located seems to 
leave very little room for new-comers 
The auriferous area may be much men 
extensive than is now known, but there 
is nothing to justify such a rush as went 
to Klondike. In point of fact, there was 
nothing to justify half the insanity ex- 
hibited in connection with those phenom- 
enally rich placers. Nevertheless the 
Atlin country promises very well, and if 
only people do not lose their heads over 
it, a great balance of advantage may 
result from the discovery. In the case 
of the Yukon mines, the vast sums of 
money expended in foolhardy schemes, 
and die great suffering endured by thou- 
sands of people, who ought never to have 
left home, fully offset the advantage to 
the few who made money out of the dis- 
coveries and the traffic to which they 
gave rise. It is to be hoped that there 
will be no repetition of the Yukon folly 
in connection with the Atlin discoveries, 
which fortunately are so accessible that 
lite journey itself will present very few 
discomforts. 

Our correspondent's letter, which wo 
print to-day, expresses the wish of the 
minors that placer claims of 250 feet 
each will be allowed. This cannot bo 
done, because the district is in British 
Columbia, and hence must be governed 
by the mining laws of this province. The 
federal parliament has nothing to do with 
the regulation of mining in British Col 
unibia. We mention this for the infor- 
mation of people who are holding claims 
in anticipation of the application of the 
Dominion regulations. 



THE SEALING QUESTION. 

The Montreal Witness is quite right in 
taking the position that the sealing qu 
tion must be dealt with from a national 
standpoint, and not simply us something 
affecting a few individuals, who happen 
In be engaged in the business to-day. 
Every Canadian has the right to enga 
ill sealing if he so desires, and this right 
is not simply a matter of to-day, hut a 
permanent one to he exercised for all 
time to come to such an extent as suit: 
the ideas of any individual. It would 
be extremely inequitable to talk of ex- 
tinguishing this right on the payment of 
an indemnity to the persons now prose- 
cuting the industry. The Colonist has 
the satisfaction of knowing that from 
the outset it has made this contention. 
We quote elsewhere the views expressed 
by the Witness, and desire to add that 
Mr. Attorney-General "Martin, though 
not the originator of the idea, has done 
very well in bringing it prominently be 
fore the government ami the press of 
Eastern Canada. This was one of the 
matters, which the Colonist had in mind 
when it urged the government to send 
a special delegate to Quebec to watch 
the interests of the province. 



CHINESE LABOR. 



The British Columbia Mining Record 
discusses (he problem of Mongolian la- 
bor in this province, and asks the follow- 
ing pertinent question: "Assuming that 
the Privy Council determine that the 
British Columbia statute prohibiting the 
employment of Chinese in coal mines 
is unconstitutional, are we therefore to 
suppose that (he same means will be 
adopted to exclude Mongolians from 
working at. all other callings?" The im- 
portance of this question is increased by 
the fact (hat (he act only prohibits the 
employment of Chinese under ground. 
If it is held io be constitutional, it will 
not make any material difference In the 
labor market in this province, as is 
shown by the fact that substantially no 
Chinese are now employed under ground 
in the mines. It is all very well to talk 
about Chinese exclusion. Nothing is so 
cheap as that kind of talk. When it 
comes, (o practical legislation no end of 
difficulties present themselves. 

The Mining Record suggests, as an 
expedient that will meet the ease, the 
government regulation of Chinese wages, 
vhich might he put at such n figure that 



it would not pay laborers to come to this 
country from the Orient to engage in 
work. It says that if 25 cents a day is 
enough for a Chinaman in Hongkong, 
he ought not to be paid more than 30 
cents here. But the difference between 
this sort of thing and shivery is too 
fine for ordinary minds. AVe fear that 
our contemporary, in its endeavor to 
east light upon a difficult problem, has 
only made the greatness of the difficul- 
ties manifest. 



WISDOM FROM WINNIPEG. 

We clip (he following from the Winni- 
peg Free Press: 

The sockeye salmon pack of British 
Columbia fell this year from last sea- 
son's figures, 1,0115.477 cases, to -108, 
0S5 cases. Consolation is found in some 
quarters by the reflection that it is an 
"off years, hut unless the colonists learn 
wisdom ere it is too late, they will soon 
have a succession of "off years" I hat will 
last until the millennium. 

By a dam erected at the outlet of 
Quesnelle Lake all the Eraser salmon 
are shut out from hundreds of miles of 
spawning beds, and by another on Lower 
Eraser island the tish are prevented from 
leaving salt water for a chain of lakes 
where hundreds of thousands of salmon 
have spawned from time immemorial. A 
few more such criminal blunders and 
"off years'' will ho more common than 
canned sockeye. 

The very remarkable use of the word 
"colonists" in this article suggests that 
it was written in Great Britain and that 
the editorial shears of the Free Press 
and not. the pen are responsible for its 
appearance on this continent, but that 
is a matter of no very great importance. 
Those persons, who know anything about 
the habits of salmon, laugh at the ex- 
planation given for the scarcity of th< 
fish. They say that salmon take four 
years to reach maturity, and henco the 
shortness of flic- run this year cannot 
be acconnted for by the building of a 
dam within the last year or two. More 
over they say that salmon do not: usu- 
ally go up the Quesnelle, but seek tin 
Thompson and rivers nearer the sea, even 
Harrison lake being a favorite spnwnin 
ground. One gentleman attributes (he 
shortage this year to the exceptionally 
high water of four seasons ago during 
spawning time, when the fish deposited 
their eggs upon what became dry land 
later in (he season. 

While we think there is nothing.in the 
suggestion of the Free Press so far as 
the shortage of (he run this year goes, 
the point in regard lo the preservation 
of the spawning grounds is worth keep- 
ing in mind. The legislature, in any 
concessions it may grant for the erection 
of dnins in British Columbia river-;, 
should always take care to prevent any 
interference with the free access of sal- 
mon to (heir usual resorts. 



THE SILVER QUESTION IN 

THE UNITED STATES. 

Free silver did not receive its quietus 
in (he presidential election of 1S0G, as 
many people thought it did, hut will be 
a very live issue in the congressional 
elections to take place during the present 
autumn. Our impression is that, th 
silverites will not make very much of a 
showing, but the movements in United 
Stales politics are about as uncertain as 
anything can well be. Reference to 
previous "off years "—that is years in 
which (here was no presidential election 
— shows (hat frequently the popular ver- 
dict in presidential years is then reversed, 
.•Hid this may prove to be the ease in 
1898. Tin; very general prosperity is 
opt to militate against such a result, tor 
people are generally averse to trying ex 
pm intents in money when business i; 
good. While there is much reason in 
sonic of the arguments advanced by the 
advocates of free coinage of silver, the 
general public would hardly he attracted 
by them at any other period than one of 
depression. When prices are low and 
wages are down, farmers and arti/.ans 
and laborers begin (o search for (he 
cause, and they (bought they found it, 
so far as the United States is concerned, 
in the gold standard. 

Take (he ease of a farmer with a mort- 
gage on his farm, calling for $100 a year 
interest. When he put (he mortgage 
on, wheat, was a dollar a bushel, and he 
could pay the interest with 100 bushels 
but when wheat went down to 50 cents 
200 bushels were necessary, and this sei 
the farmer thinking. He saw that for 
every other purpose except, to pay debts, 
a bushel of wheat, was worth as much 
as ever it was, and he concluded that 
money must, have appreciated in value. 
When he came to Inquire, he found that 
silver which in 1873 was worth over a 
dollar an ounce, being (hen a standard 
money metal, had, since it, was demone 
lized, fallen about in the same proportion 
as wheat, and this was enough to con- 
vince him that the adoption of (he single 
gold standard was the cause of (he fall 
in prices. We are not now discussing 
the correctness of the theory, which con- 
nects (he fall in prices with (lie demone- 
tization of silver, but. are simply indicat- 
ing why (he silver cry gained so many 
adherents in the Western slates. Dur- 
ing the hist twelve months wheat has 
reached a high figure once more, and 
there is no reason in sight to expect it 
to decline to the figures reached in the 
years of panic. This will have a ten- 
dency to influence many farmers and 
Others to change Iheir minds as to the 
effect of a single standard, and for this 
reason we look for such a set-back for 
free silver that it will not be an issue in 
the next, presidential campaign. 



FUTURE OF THE PHILIPPINES. 

There hns been a complete reversal of 
public opinion in (he United States in 
regard to the Philippine islands. When 
there first seemed a probability of peace, 
a very large mnjority of the prominent 
public men, and very many of the lend- 
ing newspapers of the country protested 
against retaining these islands. This 
was in marked contrast to the position 



taken by tho British and Canadian press, 
which, probably because of greater ex- j 
perience in dealing with subjects of this 
nature, saw that. it would he next to im- 
possible either to hand the islands back 
to Spain, or to permit the estab- 
lishment of an independent govern- 
ment. Spain will of course protest, but 
it is not probable that any other nation 
will sustain her, so that the American 
view of the matter is certain to prevail. 

It is not easy to estimate the effect of 
this step on the part of the United 
States. That country will thereby at 
once become an Asiatic power, with all 
the responsibilities implied thereby. Her 
interest in the Orient will become' second 
only to that of Great Britain among the 
white nations, for tho Philippines are 
vastly more valuable than the posses- 
sions of France, Germany or even Russia 
—that is, taking account only of the 
const portion of Siberia. The Kaiser, 
least of all, will regard the attainment of 
(he United States of such a position at 
a single stride with complaisance. He 
has been struggling (o make n German 
empire beyond the seas. He has 
dreamed of a Creator Germany that 
would rival Greater Britain, but he will 
feel sore enough to find himself so badly 
outstripped in the race "for second place 
among (he nations. That the interests 
of the United States will he identical 
with those of Great. Britain and Japan, 
so far as Oriental questions are con- 
cerned, seems to he taken for granted. 

The problem of governing the Philip- 
pines will lie one of very great difficulty, 
and will severely test the administrative 
powers of the Washington authorities. 
It is not easy to see how the system of 
office-holding now in vogue can bo suc- 
cessfully npplied to a great dependency. 
Permanent, tenure of office is almost 
essential to tho successful government of 
such people as occupy this archipelago. 
These new responsibilities, which our 
neighbors find themselves compelled to 
assume, as (he outcome of tho war with 
Spain, cannot fail to have a sobering 
effect upon the people. 

There has been a good deal of talk in 
London lately about newspapers and 
joint, stock companies, and an attempt 
has been made to create the impression 
thill both bribery and blackmail are very 
common. Undoubtedly both are prac- 
ticed lo some extent, but we are inclined 
to doubt if they are nearly as general as 
some people suppose. It is pointed out 
(hat even leading newspapers rarely 
criticize adversely projects for which 
they carry large, high-priced advertise- 
ments, but we do not think the inference 
is warranted. Naturally a newspaper 
will not go out of its way to injure a lib- 
eral patron, any more than any other 
business concern would do so; but it is 
to be remembered that, in regard to the 
majority of enterprises a newspaper 
knows nothing which the general public 
does not know, and that the writer of its 
financial articles may or may not bo able 
to form a better opinion of investments 
than other people. A write-up of an 
enterprise appearing concurrently with 
extensive advertising may be justly re- 
garded as a part of the advertisement. 
When it comes to the expression of an 
opinion as (o (he desirability of an ad- 
vertisement, every newspaper reader 
must use his own judgment as to what 
value ought to be attached to it. 



Lord Herschell is authority for the 
statement that the differences between 
the British and American commissioners 
are so slight that ho anticipates no diffi- 
culty in adjusting them. The trouble is 
that any settlement that may be reached 
by the commissioners will have to run 
the gauntlet of tho United States sen- 
ate, which has not hitherto shown it3clf 
inclined to favor a fair agreement on 
any proposition of foreign politics. 

Now that the London Times is to the 
front with charges against the Yukon 
Officials, Mr. Sifton will begin to get a 
move on himself. Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
will find before he gets to the bottom 
of this business that the best friend his 
government has had in this matter has 
been the Colonist, which hns told the 
plain and simple truth, as far as it 
could learn it, "nothing extenuated, 
nothing set down in malice." 

Tho Seattle Times exclaims that tho 
American people are in no humor to 
part with territory that Is clearly theirs. 
This is nnont the suggested settlement 
of tho boundary between Canada and 
Alaska. Does the Times know just 
what points in the disputed territory are 
"clearly theirs"? If so, will it tell the 
rest of us, and give the reasons for its 
belief V If not, will it explain why it is 
so perturbed? 

"Who made the West V " asks the 
Mail and Empire. Speaking without 
prejudice, we suggest that the Creator 
of the rest of the universe had something 
to do with it. 



An Ontario paper says that what this 
country wants more than anything else 
is about 5,(11)11 smart, intelligent girls. 
Presumably what is meant is girls who 
will engage as household servants, for 
the census does not show any particular 
dearth of the genus girl. This question 
of household help is one of extreme ditli- 
culty, and ali (he writing and talking 
(hat has been done on (he subject, does 
not appear to help the case any. We 
have an impression that the work of 
solution is being undertaken from the 
wrong end of (he social scale, and that 
the unwillingness of girls to engage in 
household service is quite as much due 
to defects on the part of mistresses as 
a lack of willingness on the part, of pos- 
sible servants. A good mistress makes 
a good servant, and can generally keep 
one. 



The Victoria Times wants a royal com- 
mission to inquire into the management 
of the lands and works department. This 
means that in the opinion of the Times 
a sort of smelling committee ought to 
be created to see it" anything can be 
found in connection with the public de- 
partments that will be of value to the 
present government when a new election 
comes on. We do not dispute the right 
of the Lieutenant-Governor to appoint 
a commission to investigate charges 
against public departments, but we claim 
it would be an abuse of the power to 
appoint, a roving commission to hunt 
for something which may have no o.xistf 
once. 



We note a disposition on the part, of 
Victoria business men hot to talk very 
freely for publication on business mat- 
ters. While we sympathize with their 
feelings in this respect, we must also tell 
them that if they wish the city to be 
kept to the front as other cities are, 
they must do as business men of other 
cities— that is tnlk. There is an old 
saying that "Modesty adorns a woman, 
but damns a man," and something of 
tho snme kind is true about cities in 
these days of keen competition, Remem- 
ber the other old snying: "Blessed is he 
that bloweth his own trumpet; for other- 
wise it shall not be blown." 



There is a growing demand in the 
East for the removal of the duty on 
paper, and in support of it the point is 
made that there is no protection to Cana- 
dian news paper publishers ngainst 
American newspapers. Anything that 
will tend to cheapen the cost of Canadian 
newspapers will lead to :in Improvement 
in their quality.

IMPROVEMENT OF OUR MT.WICirAL 
GOVERNMENT. 

Sir As we seem to be on the eve of 
an attempt at municipal reform, It be- 
comes necessary to decide lo the causes 
of the Inefficiency of the present system. 
It seems that they may be enumerated 
as follows: 

(1.) Public apathy. 

(2.1 Poor aldermen. 

(3.) Lack of continuity of system. 

Presuming that my diagnosis of the ease 
Is correct, It Is next In order to look for 
a remedy or remedies. 

With regard to the first (public apathy) 
comment Is hardly necessary, and It Is 
expected that Colonel 1'rlor's proposed 
meeting will furnish n cure. If such n 
Hilng Is possible. Hut, I might remark, 
that unless the citizens attend this meet- 
ing ami throw off their apathy. It will be 
absolutely useless to proceed further. 

The questions of best methods of secur- 
ing a gcxnl nldermnnlc board and continu- 
ity of system admit of great diversity of 
opinion, and will therefore require very 
careful consideration. 

In the first place, our aldermen are elect 
cd for loo short a term, and (hey should 
not be elected at the same time. Take an 
election in the North Ward, for Instance 
This ward generally supplies from ten 
to fifteen candidates for three scats. The 
ward Is large and scattered. Each one of 
these Isolated sections, Victoria West and 
Spring Itldge. for Instance, Is ambitious 
(o have a direct representative. Owlnc 
to the large number of candidates tin 
vote Is spilt, and It requires but n smal 
vote to elect a mini. This makes It pos 
s'ble for a small section of Iho ward, bj 
pulling together and plumping, to elect an 
alderman who Is neither a representative 
man or the choice of the majority of the 
ward. Thus In the selection of aldermen 
the will of the people Is often defeated, 
and as these Interlopers are responsible 
for a good deal of the municipal bungling 
and the constant monthly squabbles at 
the council board. Rood men are frequent- 
ly debarred from offering themselves a 
candidates. 

To prevent the possibility of such a thine 
occurring, I would Huggest that the alder- 
men be elected for three years, and io 
retire each year. This would guarantee 
the election of (he best men offerlnif, and 
would also secure a continuity of sys 
tern In public works. II would be imces 
say at (lie first election, by way of Inau- 
gurating the system, to elect three alder 
men In each ward, the candidate reccivlnj 
the highest vole (o be elected for threi 
years, the second highest for two years, 
and the third for one year. After that 
(here would be one retired and one elect 
cd In each ward every year. 

As this Is a matter requiring legislation 
it should be gone Into carefully and no 
time lost, so as to Insure Its enactment at 
the next session of the legislature. 

WEST-ENDER 



THK QUEBEC CONFERENCE. 

Sir: Senator Macdonald In giving ids 
opinion on the different subjects coming 
before the International commission now 
sitting at Quebec, said (hat this province 
had been badly treated In not giving it re- 
presentation on the commission. Such be- 
ing the case, and British Columbia being 
shut out from giving an authoritative opln 
Ion, little good will bo done by giving loca 
opinions. One satisfaction remains, how 
ever, that any treaty agreed to by tin 
.•(inference must receive the ratification 
of the Dominion parliament, and this pr 
luce may yet "be thankful that there 
II senate." With regard to reciprocity. If 
(Ids could be had In coal, timber, fish, 
nil and minerals.. the advnntaecs to Hrltlsh 
Columbia would bo very beneficial. Whilst 
reciprocity In farm products would be ruin- 
ous to our formers, there being a surpltl: 
of such products In the neighboring stab 
of Washington, which hns to be sold for 
whatever it will bring In this its only mar- 
ket, against such competition our farm 
ers could not stand. 

On the sealing question I may say that 
It is to be hoped that the British com- 
missioners will not surrender any of our 
lights on tho neenii, but preserve our 
rights to seal and fish,- subject to judicious 
tcgulaticos. At the same time I am strong. 
|y of opinion that the Paris regulations 
under which our sealers new work, are not 
conducive In seal life, or to a profitable 
continuation of the sealing Industry, and 
should he withdrawn. Our sealers can 
new follow and kill the seals from the 
month of .Tnnnnry to May. on their annual 
course from the South to the Northern 
breeding grounds. the consequence of 
which must, be disastrous. I would give 
the sealers a free hand In all parts of 
the ocean outside the International limit 
after the middle or end of July, to 1:111 
with gun or snear. 

On the boundary quest Ion. T would first 
say thnt: no one can tell the value of the 
territory In dispute. Very little was 
thought of the Yukon three years ago; 
therefore no voluntary surrender of terri- 
tory should be made for tlonMfnl com- 
pensation. Mv oplnlm Is thnt the govern- 
ment s direct lv Interested cannot agree In a 
boundary without mutual concessions arc 
mnd'-. for which a desire docs not, so far. 
nnnear. The hone o f contention will b« 
(he Interpretation lo he put on the words 
"the windings of Hie coast" In the ffns- 
slnn treaty of 1825. ns well as on that 
part of It which was Intended to define 
the honnil'l'v from the south end of Prince 
of Wfilcs Island: therefore. T am of opinion 
Hint the ouostlnn will be referred for final 
derision to a disinterested tribunal. 

It. is. however, satisfactory to think that 
the decision of (he ouc-tlnn. one wnv or 
the other. Is not nf v|fn| Importance to 
Tl-IUsh Columbia. If British snhlects n-n

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QUESNELLE PROSPERING. 

The Cariboo mine, at Quesnelle, is ciiii 
running full blast and no recent wash-up 
has taken place as reported in the press 
dispatches east. We are so informed by 
a party who just came from the Forks, 
and that the results of this wash - up, 
when it docs take place will be very sat- 
isfactory to all interested. The Golden 
River Quesnelle people are hard at work 
on French Bar, abuut four miles from 
the village of Quesnelle Forks. Work on 
the dam at Moorhead is being pushed as 
rapidly as possible so that whether the 
ditch is completed or not the dam will be 
finished and a large amount of water hold 
back in Moorehead lake. There is an 
air of prosperity around Quesnelle Forks 
and the mining outlook was never so 
good before in that section.— Asheroft 
Mining Journal. 

EI XL AY RIVER. 

Last week there arrived in Asheroft 
Mr. Charles Merrill, one of a party of 
live men who left Edmonton last March 
for the north-western gold fields. Mr. 
Merrill states that they had a hard trip 
from Edmonton in to Port Graham, but 
suffered no severe losses, lie and one 
companion came out, leaving the other 
three men in on Finlay to winter. The 
entire party would have stayed but 
found (hut, they would be short of sup- 
plies by so doing. Mr. Merrill and com- 
panion therefore came out, with the in- 
tention of going in again in tho spring via 
Asheroft and Quesnelle. 

While at the Finlay no startling finds 
of gold were reported, two men came 
in after supplies at Fort Graham, one 
man had about $85 in gold dust and the 
other about, $G0. Both staled that they 
had been prospecting on the high roaches 
of the Finlay and that they had found 
bars on wihch they had made for a short 
lime $20 per day and would have re- 
mained there to work but their supplies 
ran short. They were to return imme- 
diately with more supplies obtained 
from 'Port Graham and Mr. Merrill's 
party were going in with them to in- 
vestigate the truth of tho reports. On 
the wav out Mr. Merrill states that he 
heard nothing of any parties being stuck 
or destitute on the Asheroft trail and 
that he has much faith in northern Brit- 
ish Columbia as a good field for pros- 
pecting for gold. He had a long trip on 
the Edmonton route and some rough ex- 
perience hut was well and strong, as 
were all of his party, when they reached 
Fort Graham. He says that trails are 
now being made into the Liard river 
country from that section and (hat in (he 
near future it will be much less difficult 
going into the northern rivers. '1 he 
country will be better known and more 
advantage can be taken of natural routes 
that so far have been practically un- 
known except in some cases to the na- 
tives, who are some times hard to per- 
suade to guide parties to any particular 
section they might desire to visit. 

Quite a good many men have prospect- 
ed on the upper Peace river, the Parsnip 
and on the lower Finlay. but none Iiav" 
found ground thai would at the pre-sen 
time pay to work. With increased fa 
cilities for supplying the interior with 
food and tools at much less expense than 
is now possible. Mr. Men HI thinks that 
placer ground may be found valuable 
that is now impossible to work with « 
profit.

This applies more particu- 
larly to the parties injuring the wire or 
insulators on the lino between Cold- 
stream and the city, and incidentally it 
may be noted that the penalties provided 
are exceptionally severe, as much as two 
j ears' imprisonment being possible under 
the special net guarding the wires, rails, 
etc., of railway companies.

From a business standpoint Victoria is 
strictly all right to use a somewhat ex 
presslve bit of slang, for white there 
is an occasional croaker who predicts 
that the city is dead and pulls a long 
face, one cannot find such a man among 
the business community. Of all the 
wholesalers spoken to yesterday in the 
course of a round of visits paid here and 
there among some of the larger linns not 
one man was met who did not say that 
business to-day is not only better than 
it was at the same date a year ago but 
thai collections were quite as good and 
in many instances far more satisfactory. 
What they did kick about, and that very 
freely, was that, the disgraceful condi- 
ditioii of the Victoria streets was cal- 
culated to have a bad effect upon visi- 
tros and give the erroneous impression 
that business could not be prosperous 
in a city where the streets were allow- 
ed to get into such disrepair. 

Mr. D. R. Ker, of the Brackman & 
Ker Milling Co., when asked what were 
his views, said emphatically that busi- 
ness was better now than it bad been 
for three or four years hack and cer- 
tainly his firm had nothing to complain 
of. As for collections, one of the best 
indications of business the firm found 
them better than ever before in Victoria 
The next place visited was that of 
Lenz & Leiser, wholesale dry goods 
Mr. Moses Lenz said that trade at pros 
cut was above the average and colleo 
tions were very fair. What would bene- 
fit the Victoria retailers, however, would 
be better streets with permanent Im- 
provements, not a mere patching up 
here and there as had hitherto been the 
case. The travelling trade, such as 
tourists brought wns of great advantage 
to the retailer and the only way Victoria 
could hope to retain and increase the 
tourist trade was to make the city as 
attractive as possible and not depend 
too much on the unrivalled natural at- 
tractions of scenery and situation that 
the city already had. 

Mr. Thomas Earle, wholesale groceries, 
was very cheerful over the business 
situation, for he found it better th.in 
ever before and steadily growing, while 
collections also were fair. A general 
development was going on throughout 
the whole country and Victoria whole- 
salers were getting their share of the 
trade on the Mainland, especially in the 
Kootenay. Anyone who noticed the Im- 
mense quantities of goods that were be- 
ing handled in Victoria could not fail 
to admit that business was good and 
growing. 

Mr. L. G. McQuade, of P. McQuade & 
Son, ship chandlery and wholesale oils 
and paints, said that trade in general 
was good and larger than hist year with 
collections fairly good. Of course just 
now there was a lull in the supplies for 
steamers as the Klondike steamers build- 
ing in the early part of the year made 
things extra lively then in that line. 
But aside from this branch business was 
increasing. There were immense ship- 
ments of goods in and out id" Victoria, 
far more than people imagined. That 
meant increased trade. 

There was more money in circulation 
in Victoria than a year ago, according 
to Mr. (!. A. Kirk, of Turner, Beeton 
& Co. His firm had, he said, done n 
bigger business during the present; year 
than during a similar period last year. 
Trade in fact was better all round in 
the city. What was badly needed, how- 
ever, was that the streets in the busi- 
ness centre should be paved. People 
arriving on steamers should not have 
they eyes offended by poorly kei>t streets. 
If only a small portion was done n. year 
it would bo a benefit, but the citizens 
should take steps as soon as possible to 
get better streets some way and as soon 
a possible. 

"Good" was the word applied to busi- 
ness by Mr. John Piercy. of J. Piercy 
& Co., wholesale dry goods. His firm's 
business was growing gradually and 
lately business general;.- had taken a 
jump. He had found collections pretty- 
good and had no complaint to make as 
far as his own business was concerned. 
His firm was busy and were sidling a lot 
of goods. 

Henderson Bros., wholesale druggists, 
were well satisfied with the business 
situation. They found collections very 
fair and business growing so they had 
no reason to feel dissatisfied. 

Mr. S. J. Pitts, wholesale groceries 
and commission, pronounced collections 
good and mentioned the expansion of the 
Northern trade as one reason why busi- 
ness had kept up this year.

Co., remarked that business in their 
various lines hail been a large increase 
over last year. This resulted In the (inn 
having to employ more men. Collec- 
tions were fully as good as last year 
and while there was the usual autumn 
lull just, now business now wns fully 
up to the similar period a year ago. 

At the Hickman Tye Hardware Co. 
Mr. Temple said that there wns not a 
month this year that did not show an 
increase. Collections, too, were better. 
The Klondike trade had helped very 
materially and he looked for continued 
expansion in trade generally. 

These were the views gathered from 
the firms seen yesterday and no doubt 
had there been time to interview others 
the same story would have been told. 
Not a single croaker wns to be found 
among them but all had the same story 
to tell -of increasing trade and a bright 
outlook for Victoria.

GENERAL LORD SEYMOUR. 

Commander of the British Troops In 
Canada Arrived Last Evening. 

Licutenant-Genernl Lord William Sey- 
mour, commanding the British forces in 
Canada, arrived last evening from Hali- 
fax, and will remain for ten days or two 
weeks at Mount Laker hotel, where ho 
and his party registered last evening. 
While here Lord Seymour will inspect 
the Esquimau fortifications, but his visit 
is not an entirely ofilciul one, and he will 
probably lake a short cruise on one of 
the ships of the Pacific fleet before re- 
turning East. The party came direct 
from Halifax, but will return more leis- 
urely. They were met last evening 
upon the arrival of the Islander by 
Lieut.-C'ol. Grant, R. E., officer com- 
manding troops on this station, and Flag 
Lieutenant Backhouse, It. N., and es- 
corted to their hotel. 

Included in Lord Seymour's party are 
Lieut-Col. C. Wilkinson. R. E., com- 
manding the Royal Engineers in Can- 
ada; ('apt. A. G. Ferguson, Rifle brig- 
ade, aide-de-camp to Lord Seymour; 
Lady Seymour, Miss Seymour and Miss 
Pennant. 

Lord William Frederick Ernest Sey- 
mour was born in 18,'iS, is a brother of 
the present Marquis of Hertford, and 
was formerly in the Royal navy, serving 
ill the Baltic in 1854.

So Plentiful That One Season Will 
Make District More Famous 
Than Klondike. 



Hydraulic Working Will lie Very 
Pr oil table The Country 
Easy of Access. 



Conditions Favor Presence of 
Quartz and Jiieh Discoveries 
Prove tue Theory. 



(Special to Tile Colonist.) 

Atlln City, u. C, Sept 2a— The newly 
discovered gold fields of this neighborhood, 
In regard to which the Colonist has so far 
had only brief references, are to-day the 
most Important placer mines In British 
Columbia, mid will next spring be among 
the leading mines of the world. This is 
a bold assumption, but It Is made by one 
who has been over the ground thoroughly 
and Is well acquainted with the character 
of the deposits and of the discoveries 
that have been made. 

It may be cited In opposition that this 
season's output Is too insignificant in 
amount to bear out such an assumption , 
but It must be remembered that It Is only 
a few weeks since the discoveries were 
made, and the consequent development is 
not considerable. Had the circumstances 
been similar to those In the Klondike, 
where nenrly a year's work had been done 
before the news of the discovery reached 
the outside world, the output from these 
diggings next summer would probably have 
caused a sensation equal to that raised 
by the llrst arrival of the Klondike gold. 
The fact Is that Atlln is within easy dis- 
tance of the head of Lynn Canal, and the 
gold hunters who bnve come here have 
for the most part been too busy acquiring 
claims on all the creaks where discoveries 
have been made, to develop any one claim. 
These stampedes to new creeks have been 
utmost daily since the beginning of August, 
and the result Is a wide and richer uren 
opened up and ready to be worked In the 
spring. Many people here, however— men 
of extensive mining experience — believe 
that the mining laws of the Yukon coun- 
try, which limit a man to one creek claim 
in each district, Is the better method for 
the government. In that It limits the hold- 
ings of the Individual and ensures, to a 
large extent, the actual working of claims, 
Instead of the Indiscriminate staking for 
the purpose of sale. 

It Is certain that there has been several 
wild rashes from the development work 
In progress here for the purpose of secur- 
ing other locations, but, taking everything 
Into consideration, much actual work has 
been done since the discoveries were first 
made. 

It was late In July when some twenty 
to thirty prospectors on Pine creek went 
to Taglsh House to record their claims, 
in the belief that the new diggings were 
in Northwest Territory. Captain Strlek- 
land, of the mounted police, Issued them 
licenses ,nnd recorded their claims at 250 
feet each. 

The news of the strike leaked out and 
reached Bennett on August 1, and Captain 
TV. J. Rant, who Is the British Columbia 
agent, atlpendary magistrate, deputy land 
commissioner, collector of revenue and gold 
commissioner, thought the new diggings 
must be In British Columbia and In his 
district. 

II. H. Edgerton, Jr., a civil engineer and 
surveyor, of New 1'ork, then employed on 
the Skagway railroad, took observations 
and gave It ns his opinion that the new 
diggings were twenty-nine miles within the 
boundaries of British Columbia. There 
upon Captain Rant chartered the stenmer 
Kllbourue, and accompanied by his son 
Norman and Colonel Steele, of the mount- 
ed police, made a hurried trip to Atlln. 
He arrived here on August 3, and declared 
the new gold fields to he within the terri- 
tory of British Columbia, and on the 5th, 
Iinvlpg nppolnted his son Norman W. V. 
Bant, mining recorder, an office was opened 
for the Issuing of licenses and the record- 
ing of claims of 100 feet only, In accord- 
ance with the mining laws of British Co- 
lumbia. 

I'a* sienmer Nora followed In (l flo? or 
two with the first load of stampeders, and 
thereupon the rush was on. Seven hundred, 
men on the Skagway railroad quit Work, 
and a large percentage of the male popula- 
tion of Benaett, Skagway, Dyen and Ju- 
neau joined In the stampede to the new 
diggings, Many also came from Wrangel 
and the Stlklne river. 

The first locators have each staked a 
claim of 250 feet, reserving every ten 
claims for the government under the North- 
west Territory laws. These reserved 
claims were at once staked In 100 feet 
claims and some of the 200 feet claims 
were encronched upon. Whether the first 
locators will be able to hold their 2, r >0 
feet, for which they had duly paid and 
obtained leases from the Northwest Ter- 
ritory officials, or whether they will bo 
cut down to 100 feet, Is a question that 
will probably be left for the Dominion and 
provincial governments to agree upon. It 
is hoped that the decision will be In favor 
of the miners. In the Klondike the first 
locators each recorded 500 feet Instead of 
250 feet, and were permitted to hold the 
COO feet. This may or may not be accepted 
as n precedent. 

Meanwhile, this misunderstanding (ins 
undoubtedly kept many valuable claims 
Idle that would have been worked ns long 
as the weather permitted, but here Is the 
record of activity in staking claims: 

The mining recorder opened his office? 
at discovery on Pine creek September 5, 
with one record hook and 200 licenses. 
Those \vi re used up by the evening of 
the 7th. and (100 mining receipts wore 
obtained to he used as substitute certifi- 
cates. These were all used up between 
the l-itb and the 20th. The mining re- 
corder ngnln went out for blanks, and re- 
turned with 300 on (he 2(tth. These were 
used up by September .'!, and 200 more 
were obtained, which have also been Ink- 
en. The fees for (hose and for recording 
claims and agreement will be n welcome 
addition to the British Columbia trea- 
sury. 

Approximately the number of claims re- 
corded on the several creeks staked be- 
fore the 15th Is ns follows:

Of bench claims there nre mnny more 
loented than creek claims! There at least 
.1.000 on Tine creek, for they extend a 
distance on either Bldo of the creek. The 



bench stakes are also plentiful on Spruce; 
on Birch there nre few, but, taken gener- 
ally, there are probably as many bench 
Claims ns creek claims. 

In addition to this, four toW.U8lr.es have 
been loented— at the head of Taku Arm, 
tailed Taku City; on the east bank of Lake 
Atlln, called Atlln City; at discovery on 
Pine, called Pine City; and on Luke Ucosn- 
wuh, or Surprise, as It has been called by 
those who did not know that It had a 
distinctive name for several generation <• 

Then, six water rights have been located; 
two from the Moose and Elk lakes by Re- 
corder Rant; one from just below Koosu- 
vvnh lake by C. Christopher; one by Mr. 
Mitchell, of the steamship Tartar, on Pine 
creek below the canyon; and two from 
Spruce ereek. These locutions lire made 
with a view to supplying the new towns 
with water and electric light, but more 
particularly for milling and hydraulic pur 
poses. 

That there Is a large field for hydraulic 
operations, a study of the ground ami the 
richness of the benches that have been 
worked abundantly proves. There was 
little staking of bench claims before Ham- 
lin Garland, the celebrated author nnd ml 
gazlnlBt paid Atlln a. visit, and went, over 
the ground with shovel and pan In com 
pany with your correspondent. Mr, Gar- 
land gave It as his opinion that the dis- 
trict about Atlln was one vast glacier mo- 
rulne, mid he showed by the gravel banks 
the course nnd action of the glaciers, and 
explained how the gold must have been 
deposited. He held that the streams had 
nothing to do with the deposits; they 
were here before the streams, and that 
the gold found In the streams was mere ly 
Incidental and washed out of the grave 
while they were cutting their channel: 
through It. This lie demonstrated by pan 
ldug and finding colors at most unlikely 
points, at some distance from (lie creeks. 
Therefore, 111 addition to tin? large number 
of bench claims already located, as a result 
It is expected that during the period be- 
tween now and the opening of next season 
huge tracts of land will he leased from 
the government for hydraulic purposes. 

One of the great questions, and a very 
natural one, has been as to where the 
gold comes from that Is distributed over 
such a vast area, and within the last two 
or three weeks quart* prospectors have 
been endeavoring to answer this. Twenty- 
live quartz claims have already been lo- 
cated, of which possibly one-half are rich 
enough to Induce capital to develop them 
Into mines. There Is a body of gnlciia 
us rich, possibly richer, than the QneBt 
to ho found In the Sloean; there Is a min- 
eralized quartz lead of a width of fifteen 
feet, nnd there Is said to he a whole moun- 
tain of tellurlde. Specimens of these ores 
have been sent to Victoria for assay, and 
there has not yet been time to receive 
the returns here. At llrst the rich galena 
was not much thought of, as there came 
In the questions of treatment. But with 
plenty of water power concentrators will 
be tin easy proposition, nnd the Skagway 
railroad, which will undoubtedly he Induced 
by the development next spring to run a 
spur hero from Its main line, only u few 
miles away, will do the rest. 

All this recording, which, with the re- 
cording of partnerships and other docu- 
ments, will probably foot up to $12,000 In 
a little over a month, has been done by 
young Norman \V. P. Hunt, the recorder, 
with the aid of two clerks and two mount- 
I cd policemen for patrolling nnd the obtain- 
ing of direct evidence ns to claims that 
I are in dispute. Mr. Rant was educated at 
Leamington, England, and Victoria, nnd 
before coming to Bennett was engaged in 
canning and trading on the Skeena river. 
There have been some complnlnts, due 
to the hurry nnd lack of time for system- 
lzatlon, and also Incidental to the lack of 
official blanks, and so on; hut on the who'e 
Mr. Rant seems to have given entire satis- 
faction as the mining recorder, which in 
any case Is a difficult office to hold. 

No better country for the prospector can 
be Imagined. Kainloops has always carried 
the palm In this regard with the yellow- 
legglnged English experts, because there 
you can put your lunch In a buggy and 
go prospecting. This Is nlso .a grass coun- 
try, but well wooded. Every prospector 
who comes in next spring may bring bis 
horse, nnd trust the animal finding his 
own living and keeping fat on It, if not 
worked too hard. There is little under- 
brush, and n man with his horse may 
cut across country without a trail. The 
trail from Atlln to Discovery on Pine 
creek, an ensy eight miles, Is like a garden 
path. It Is proposed to petition the pro- 
vincial parliament fof ll wngou road from 
Atlln to Lake RoSSSsfah, about eighteen 
miles, and ns nearly enough has already 
been contributed for the purpose In the 
moneys received for miners' licenses, there 
can be no objection to a reasonable appro 
priatlon being granted. It Is absolutely 
necessary to the development of the coun- 
try. 

Considering the short time since the 
discovery was made, the development of 
the district has been wonderful. A wagon 
road has taken the place of the trail from 
Taku City, where the Bennett steamers 
land, to Atlln Lake, a mile and a half of 
pleasant wood land line; and from Its ter 
minus a regular steamer plies to Atlln 
City, on the opposite bank of the lake. 
This has been surveyed and cleared nnd 
laid out In streets, nnd substantial log 
buildings are taking the plnces of the tents. 
A sawmill Is daily expected, and as there 
It a lively call for building lots, lumbering 
will be a very remunerative business. At 
present there are two large lintels, live 
restaurant, half a dozen general stores, 
two barber shops, and about one hundred 
tents. Provisions nre sidling at fair prices, 
and moose, ell;, mountain sheep, grouse 
and fish Is plentiful and cheap. When 
the rush set in shovels sold at Bennett for 
$10 each; they are sidling here now at 
very slightly nbove Skagway prices. 

And It speaks well for the country tlint 
gold dust bus for two weeks been the 
common medium of exchange. What Was 
the tolal output until the close of the 
season It Is almost Impossible to guess at. 
One of the clean-ups on discovery, live 
men working three days with two twenty- 
foot sluice boxes was over $2,200. Captain 
Spcrry was on a bench claim on Tine creek 
with two men to dig out and carry In 
sacks the gravel to his sluice box In the 
creek, has averaged over $200 per day, ami 
f.mr or live others have gone beyond this 
figure In their dally clean-up. On Spruce 
and Birch creek sluice boxes have also 
been worked for two or three weeks, but 
in addition to these nearly every man has 
II suck of dust and nuggets that he lias 
panned to test his claim. One mnn pan 
ned on Spruce creek four ounces In six 
days; others have panned two ounces In 
n "day. The four locators on the Wright 
creek discovery came down with $100 they 
bad panned In two days, and they paid for 
their loctnlon pnpers with a $12 nugget. 
No nuggets have been found of phenomenal 
size, but mnny from $5 to $12. A quartz 
nugget was recently thrown out of a pros- 
pect hole on No. 7 below discovery on 



Pine, the size and shape of a goose egg, 
(he gold in which Is estimated at over 
$250. It is not an occasional big nugget, 
or an exceptionally rich pocket of puy 
dirt, that these diggings have wherewith 
to attract attention, hut the general ex- 
cellence of every claim that bus been 
prospected. Work will continue as long 
as the weather permits, which will prob- 
ably be about a month longer, ami, then, 
when the mine owners return to this 
homes with their dust and nuggets, there 
will be general surorlsa that a country 
so rich should have bad so little said about 
It. WESTON COYNEY. 

Later.— Mr. Itllnklnshlp, one of the loca- 
tors on Wright creek, arrived here after 
writing the above, with $400 In gold and 
nuggets, the result of a few days' work, 
one nugget weighing S2.D0. Mr. Bell, of 
Skagway, also brought In a handsome 
quartz nugget from Birch creek.

Tlio Grpat Provincial Exhibition 
Will Open To-Day at the 
Royal City. 



It Will Far Surpass Anything 
of the Ki tl Hi'h-i'to Heid in 
British Columbia. 



In spite of tin; discouragement of the 
fire Westminster lias risen superior to 
misfortune and in consequence the pro- 
vincial exhibition that opens to-d:iy at 
the Queen's park will be by far the 
greatest event of the kind ever held in 
British Columbia. The exhibition 
grounds have undergone a vast transfor- 
mation in the preparations for the fair as 
greatly increased accommodation was 
necessary to make room for the entries 
that Sowed in from all parts of the prov- 
ince. The main building which formerly 
was considered large enough was found 
to be altogether too small for this year 
and has been considerably enlarged. The 
poultry and hog buildings have been en- 
larged and a line machinery hall erect- 
ed to replace the small shed that for- 
merly answered the purpose. Special 
attention is being given to the mineral 
display which lias n large new building 
all to itself. Then many more stalls 
were needed for live stock and a big 
horse shed bud been put up to give more 
room for the cquines. The improvements 
made in the grounds of recent years, too, 
have taken away from the former some- 
what bare appearance and altogether the 
grounds are a credit to - what is ac- 
knowledged to be the first agricultural 
town of the province. For some time 
past there has been a great deal of pre- 
paration going on, the merchants and 
manufacturers of the Coast cities es- 
pecially taking special pains to mnko 
their display quite out of the ordinary 
and consequently a good deal of healthy 
rivalry has been indulged in with very 
gratifying results as far as effective dis- 
play goes. The agricultural districts 
are on their metal too, in view of the 
special prizes for the finest and most ar- 
tistically arranged agricultural exhibit. 

Victoria will be well represented in 
the exhibits, and especially tine displays 
will be made by the manufacturers and 
merchants. The Mayor, D. R. Kcr, Mr. 
Henderson, of Henderson Bros., Hon. 
E. G. Prior, W. J. Pendray and a num- 
ber of others left for Westminster last 
night, every berth on the Islander being 
taken. Among the displays will he 
those of Okell & Morris. M. It. Smith, 
Albion Iron Works, E. G. Prior & Co. 
and ninny other firms. 

To-day is opening day and Hon. Mr. 
Semlin is expected to officially declare the 
great show open. Lieut. -Governor Mc- 
Innes, who is already on the Mainland, 
is expected also to be present. 

For the special convenience of the 
farmers' institutes, Mr. ,T. It. Anderson, 
deputy minister of agriculture and super- 
intendent of farmers' institutes, has a 
marquee on the grounds as official head- 
quarters for the members of the insti- 
tutes and during the fair meetings will 
be hold to discuss subjects of interest to 
the institutes and to arrange for a 
series of institute meetings during the 
coming winter. Mr. Anderson will be 
happy to give information to any one as 
to the institutes and any one wishing to 
join may enroll themselves ns members. 

One of the plensnntest features of the 
exhibition will be children's day on Fri- 
day, when a big contingent of school 
children will attend ami march in pro- 
cession to the grounds headed by the 
Burnnby schoolboy fife nnd drum band. 
There are plenty of amusements for the 
youngsters including n free merry-go- 
round nnd sports for which any number 
of prizes will be offered. Westminster 
has n happy knack of making children's 
day pleasant ns the people there have the 
experience of years in May Dny festivi- 
ties specially prepared for the little 
ones. 

As to the question of accommodation 
there is no cause for anxiety. It must 
not bo thought that all the residence 
portion of Westminster was destroyed 
by fire — far from it. nnd then, too, the 
tramway and CP. It. are giving special 
attention to a rapid and freouent. ser- 
vice between Vancouver and the Royal 
City. The electric tram cars will run 
every half hour daily during the fair 
between the two towns and the com- 
pany are generously giving one-third of 
the gross receipts during the fair to the 
Westminster celebration fund. 

The C»P.N. is giving special rates 
from Victoria during the fair and the 
attendance from nil over the province 
and Sound is going to bo very large.

(Special Correspondence London Times.) 

Dawson City, July 27. — Tho great 
mineral belt of Western Canada, which 
is divided from the rest of the Domin- 
ion by the Rocky Mountain range, in- 
cludes, as well as British Columbia, the 
Yukon district of the North-West Ter- 
ritories. These territories, it may he as 
well to explain, were in great part un- 
survoyod nt the time of the federation of 
the Canadian provinces, mid, belonging 
to no province, were therefore left as 
Crown lands of the Dominion. They 
have since been surveyed nnd divided 
into several portions, of which one has 
lately become a province possessing cer- 
tain limited rights of self - government, 
with Regina for its capital. The other 
portions are still known as districts, and 
are mainly dependent upon the Domin- 
ion government for their administration. 
The districts are four in number and are 
known by the names of Yukon, Mac- 
kenzie, Franklin and TJngava. Of these 
the most westerly is the Yukon. It has 
an area of 11)12,000 square miles, or 
roughly of about the size of France, and 
it stretches duo north from the northern 
boundary of British Columbia on the 
GOth parallel of north latitude to the 
Arctic Ocean. As a mineral field, the 
Yukon district and British Columbia 
taken together give an extent of about 
1,000 miles, running mainly due north 
and south, with an average width of 500 
to 000 miles east and west. The climate 
of the southern part of this strip is the 
climate of tho south of France, the clim- 
ate of tho northern part is the climate 
of the Arctic circle tempered by tho ef- 
fect of tho great warm current of Japan. 
There is as much difference between thy 
accompanying conditions of life In the 
extremities of the two parts as there is 
between the conditions of the Riviera 
and St. Petersburg, but geologically they 
form together the great Cordilieran belt 
of the Canadian Fneifie coast, and for 
purposes of convenience they may, in 
treating of the mineral wealth of the 
country, he spoken of as one. 

The mountains, which run north anil 
south in parallel ranges through this 
great belt, follow as a rule tho general 
direction of the coast and are only brok- 
en irregularly into plains and valleys, 
which often lie at altitudes of 2.000 and 
3.000 feet above the sea. Summits in 
nearly all the ranges attain heights of 
S.000 and 0.000 feet, a few rare peaks 
rising through the limits of eternal 
snow to 11.000 and 15,000 feet. The 
topographical, no less than the climatic, 
conditions prevailing through great por- 
tions of this vast district have surround- 
ed tin' work of exploration 'with so much 
hardship and danger Hint it has been as 
yet only very partially carried out. 
What Iiasa been done has, however, suf- 
ficed to demonstrate the existence of 
great mineral wealth in widely separated 
sections of the mountain belt. Gold, 
silver, platinum, coal, iron, lead, copper, 
asbestos and other minerals of value 
have been found over excluded areas. 
Mining camps arc established upon 
hillsides and rivers which have not yet 
advanced to the dignity of geographical 
names, and while individual enterprise 
is widely scattered, activity has on the 
whole tended to concentrate itself round 
five special centres, of which the wealth 
is recognized, although the extent of 
their mineral beds is still uncertain. 
These five mining centres cut tho bods 
of tho mountain licit at either end and 
in sections between tho two extremities. 
They are known as Kootonay, Cariboo. 
Omenicn, Cnssiar and Klondike. Of 
them all Kootonay, at the southern end, 
lying between the international hound- 
and the line of the Canadian Pacific 
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described as that in which the variety 
wealth of the mineral beds has 
been most clearly nrnved. The coal beds 
entered by the Crow's Nest Pass, the 
silver nnd lead of Slocan. nnd the gold 
of Rossland are well know l to tthe min- 
ing world. Kootonay is the field to 
which the largest amount of capital has 
been directed. Smelting and mining 
works are there carried on upon a large 
scale. The enormous wealth of the dis- 
trict has been placed beyond question, 
and it is the most scientifically devel- 
oped of the mineral fields of western 
Canada. Cariboo. Omenira and Cnssiar. 
cutting the mountain licit at distances 
of several hundred miles apart, are 
chiefly known for the wealth of their 
placer gold, tho existence of which is 
thus traced to the southern border of the 
Yukon district. They also give rich in- 
dications, which capital has as yet: failed 
lo develop to any great extent, of He 
presence of other minerals. In flic Yu- 
kon district the fame of tiie placer finds 
of the Klondike have caused the name 
of one little stream to lie generally as- 
ROtlnted with the field which stretches 
sonthwariis til] if; touches the northern 
edge of Cnssiar. 

To visit all the mineral fields of 'West- 
ern Canada under present conditions of 
travel would he nn enterprise requiring 
a considerable expenditure of time. In 
selecting one of the least developed. 
Klondike seems to he that: which offers 
at tho present time tho most salient 
features of interest. 

The first question which proienfs itself 
to the intending visitor to Klondike is 
the route by which he proposes to ont-r 
the country. So much has been heard, 
and ho liftlo lias liccn known about the 
various ways which lead into this region 
of gold, that at first their number ap- 
pears confusing. Upon examination they 
divide themselves under three heads. 
There is a lone water route by Behring 
Sea and St. Michael, up the course of 
the Yukon through Alaska: there are 
lontr land routes by the North-West- Ter- 
ritories and tho passes of the Rocky 
Mountains through Canada: and there 
is the relatively short route by sea and 
river and over the passes of coast: range 
which follows the Canadian Pacific 
coast and crosses the strip of Alaska 
where it descends the coast wilbin the 
area of which the International bound- 
ary is slill undetermined. The long 
water route by Alaska may be dismissed 
taking ton much time and being too 
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makes tho season during which this 
route can be used very short. Some car- 
goes coming in last year were caught in 
the ice and were upwards of ten months 
on the way. All being well, the trip 
from a port on the Pacific coast by this 
route to Klondike should he achieved in 
about two months. The long land routes 
so called, though the greater part of the 
way is done in river boats, through Can- 
adian territory, may also in present con- 
ditions of transport be dismissed as im- 
practicable, both for time nnd for ex- 
pense. Thes shortest of tho many ways 
which i may be taken involve cither 
heavy portages or much circuitous river 
navigation, and there exists no organ- 
ized channels of transportation. Tho 
process of elimination lends to a selec- 
tion of the middle route, which is 
neither all Canadian nor all American, 
but involves according to the tacitly 
accepted reading of the treaty of 1S52 
a passage across Alaskan territory and 
the inconvenience consequent upon tho 
necessity for passing freight in bond 
through American customs houses. This 
way sets against the 4,-f00 miles round 
of the Alaskan water route a journey of 
a little over 000 miles up the coast and 
of about 000 miles after landing at the 
point of disembarcation. 

In choosing this most direct way of 
entering the country there U still room 
for variation as to the point at which 
it may be deemed advisable to cross the 
mountains of tho coast. Whichever 
point may be selected, the coast range 
must he crossed in order to reach the 
head waters of the Yukon where river 
navigation begins. Tho mountains of 
the range arc high, and the passes ex- 
tremely steep. There are glaciers in 
most of the mountain clefts, and for 
many months of the year the passes hold 
from 15 to 50 feet of snow. 

At intervals the coast range is tra- 
versed by navigable rivers of which th 
course is from northeast to southwest. 
The Skeenn, the Nans, the Stikine and 
the Takll are all rivers of this descrip- 
tion. Each has its rise in the ranges of 
the interior, and cuts the coast range 
completely through, offering a waterway 
by means of which the difficult land 
passage of the mountains may be avoid- 
ed. The endeavor has been made to 
profit by this natural feature and to find 
a satisfactory road leading over the up- 
lands of the interior from tho navigable 
headwaters of the Yukon river. The 
most practicable of the roads of this kind 
so far discovered was announced to be 
that of the Stickine river, which cut 
through the coast range to Glenora, 
whence a prospector's trail led by an 
easy slope of 150 miles to the head of 
Lake Teslin. Here navigable water- 
ways begin to flow northward to Klon- 
dike. It was thought that a wagon or 
rail road could without difficulty be 
constructed over the strip of 150 miles 
Which intervened between the two heads 
of navigation. Though the Stickine runs 
to tho ocean through territory claimed as 
Alaskan, rights of free navigation are 
reserved to Great Britain. The point 
of landing is in Canadian territory, and 
the route has tho advantage of being 
practically an all-Canadian route. A 
provisional contract was signed between 
the Canadian government and a firm of 
engineers for the construction of the re- 
quired railway. Unfortunately the con- 
ditions of tho contract were not such as 
to command the approval of tho Can- 
adian senate. The contract was not rat- 
ified, the road has not been made, and 
attempts to puss into tho country by 
this route have been so generally un- 
successful that for the present it may be 
said to stand condemned. Other at- 
tempts to enter the country by the river 
openings have equally failed. For the 
moment the only practical road into the 
country for those to whom time is a mat- 
ter of ' consideration, is that which fol- 
lows the const by sea to Skagway, 
crosses over either of the parallel passes 
known as the Chilkoot Pass and the 
White Pass, and descending to Lake 
Bennett Btrikes the head of river naviga- 
tion to Dawson City, the metropolis of 
the Klondike district. There is also a 
relatively easy route, good for the pass- 
age of cattle, but necessitating too long 
a land journey to bo at present useful 
for the general transit ot" passengers and 
goods, which runs from the head of the 
Lynn canal by a third pass overland to 
Fort Selkirk. It is known as the Dalton 
trail. 

It would lie unreasonable to expect, 
under present conditions of development, 
that either the Skagway-Bcnnett or any 
other route to Klondike should present 
an altogether easy road of travel. The 
journey should be undertaken only by 
those persons who are willing to accept 
the incidents of travel through uncivil- 
ized regions, who have no objections to 
camping out, and who are prepared to 
dispense for a time ivith such luxuries 
of diet as fresh meat, fresh vegetables, 
milk, fruit and wine. The country from 
Skagway northward is entirely uninhab- 
itde except by n few wandering Indians. 
It produces no food but fish, which can- 
not always be caught, and a little game, 
which the ordinary traveller has no op- 
portunity of seeing or of shooting. There 
are wild berries, and examination will 
doubtless bring to light wild roots and 
vegetables of edible varieties. Wild un- 
ions have been found, and a root resem- 
bling the potato. Put nt present none 
of these things are available for the food 
of the passer-by. He has to content 
himself with that which has been im- 
ported. Until the introduction of the 
present means of transportation which 
were established only a few weeks ago, 
it was obligatory upon every one enter- 
ing the country to take with him a thou- 
sand pounds weight of provisions. This 
was supposed to constitute supplies for 
a whole year, and though the obligation 
upon individuals has now been removed 
and food can be purchased all along the 
route, tho cost of carriage is still too 
great for many perishable luxuries to 
be added to these stores. Bacon, Hour, 
beans, evaporated fruits, and tinned 
provisions make up a dietary which with 
care may be mads sufficiently wholesome 
and sustaining. It cannot lie said to he 
attractive to tho fastidious palate, and 
with carelessness and bad Cookery scurvy 
may, and too often does, result among 
mcii who have been long exposed to the 
rough work of the mines. This danger 
can scarcely be said to affect: the passing 
traveller, and the time will no doubt 
soon be past, when the disease will have 
to be counted among the perils to be 
guarded against in prolonged residence 
upon the goldfiel.ls. Nevertheless, at 
present every one entering the Yukon 
district will do well to provide himself 
with such portable luxuries as may serve 
to make the staple food of bread and 
pork more palatable to him. A small 
tent, aud bedding are also an absolute 
necessity for any noe to whom the in- 
itial comforts of privacy and cleanliness 
are essential, and if it is intended to 
leave the beaten track of travel a camp 
stove and cooking utensils must be add- 
ed. AH that is necessary, allowing 50 
pounds for personal effects, can. be iah 
eluded within !500 pounds weight. Along 
tho beaten track places to which trans- 
portation agents gravely give the name 
of hotels are established at the usual 
stopping points. These shelters, which 
are sometimes tents nnd sometimes log 
cabins, usualv consist of three compart- 
ments. One is a kitchen, one is the eat- 
ing room, nnd one a common bedroom 
known by the local name of hunk-house. 




suggests, with rows of bunks or berths 
usually constructed out of rough pine 
logs and fixed round the walls in double 
tiers as close upon each other as they 
can he laid. Each bunk is provided with 
a blanket, and all comers sleep as they 
can. No invidious distinctions of sex 
are maintained, and if the number of 
guests for the night should chance to 
exceed the number of bunks the sleeper 
is lucky who obtains a whole berth to 
himself. Cleanliness under such cir- 
cumstances is not a virtue -to be looked 
for, but the traveller who is forewarned 
is also forearmed. Taking a tent with 
him, lie has a bedroom wherever ho may 
find himself, or in these- fine summer 
nights his own blankets in the open will 
supply him with all the shelter that he 
needs. With the aid of a toothbrush and 
a piece of soap a fairly efficient toilet 
can always be performed at a neighbor- 
ing stream. As regards food he will us- 
ually be glad to take what is provided 
rather than be troubled to light a lire 
and cook provisions for himself. 

But these details are of little interest. 
They are evidently' applicable only to 
temporary conditions, and a very short 
period of profitable developments will 
suffice to alter. A railway is in process 
of construction from Skagway which is 
expected to reach the summit of the 
White Pass this year, and if the pros- 
pects of permanent occupation of tho 
country justify— as they are expected to 
justify — the further expense it will bo 
carried to Port Selkirk. Arrangements 
have also been made for tho construc- 
tion of a post road over the ice this win- 
ter witli stopping places at intervals of 
50 miles. This is of great importance, 
not only for the effect it will have in 
mitigating the hardships of the winter 
journey, but. also because it will insure 
fecilities for the transportation of food 
during all but the three weeks of the 
year during which the ice is jamming 
Already a service of small river steam- 
boats has been placed upon the water- 
ways which How from the northeastern 
base of the coast mountains for nearly 
00 miles to Dawson. Tije accommoda- 
tion which is offered on these boats is, 
of course, extremely bad, but their exist- 
ence represents a plucky and successful 
pioneer attempt to navigate by steam a 
river declared at first by apparently com- 
petent authorities to be navigable only 
by small hand craft. Their better ar- 
rangement for the comfort of passengers 
is obviously a mere question of future or- 
ganization. They have proved by the 
three or four trips which have been ac- 
complished that it is possible to make 
the return trip from the head of the 
passes to Dawson and "back in eight or 
nine days instead of in a time which 
varied from forty days to three months. 
The passes can bo traversed in two 
days' portage with pack animals from 
the coast. Allowing the same time for 
the return, it is possible for the journey 
into Dawson and back to be made from 
Skagway in a fortnight. From Victoria 
to Skagway is a five days' journey by 
sea. and. assuming that there are no 
accidental delays, tho journey from the 
limits of civilization at Victoria to Klon- 
dike and back can be performed within 
four weeks. As a matter of fact acci- 
dental delays have almost always to bo 
reckoned with in new countries, and the 
traveller may have occasion to congrat- 
ulate himself more than once on the pos- 
session of a tent while he is kept wait- 
ing for unavoidable reasons, at some 
wholly unexpected spot. 

The real interest of the country is to 
be looked for in its permanent features. 
These are very striking, and during the 
summer months full of charm. The to- 
pographs- of tho great gold area of tho 
Yukon district may be readily under- 
stood if tho country be thought of as a 
colossal cabbage leaf of which the stalk, 
set in a northwesterly direction, be taken 
with all its minor strings and branches 
to represent the portion of the Yukon 
river which falls within Canadian ter- 
ritory, with the tributary streams and 
waterways that make up its headwaters. 
The image will be more effective if for 
an ordinary cabbage leaf a leaf of curly 
kale be substituted. The curled edges 
on the broader end of the leaf may then 
be taken to represent the mountains by 
which on all but the northwestern side 
the district is surrounded. The image is 
only so far misleading in that the moun- 
tains, instead of running round the Yu- 
kon district in a continuous range, are 
composed of tho northernmost spurs of 
the four main ranges of British Colum- 
bia, which, running up parallel with the 
coast here, open and gradimly die away 
in echelons, the extreme eastern and 
western ridges alone maintaining their 
character, and by a slight drift west- 
ward of their northerly and southerly 
direction encircling the whole district 
with their peaks. In the coast range, 
Mount St. Elias, which marks the inter- 
national boundary, and is nearly half as 
high again as Mont Blanc, is one of the 
best known and most conspicuous of the 
peaks. In the continuation of the Bocky 
Mountain range, which makes the north- 
easterly circuit of the district, the peaks 
grow gradually lower, and they are said 
to die almost away as they approach the 
Arctic circle. To get the full character 
of the district, including the continua- 
tion of the middle ranges of British Col- 
umbia, it is necessary to take >n the 
northern extremity of Cnssiar, which, 
lving nn the southern side of the British 
Columbian boundary does not, politically 
speaking, belong to the Yukon district. 

The territory thus defined has been 
partiallv surveyed for the Canadian gov- 
ernment, and an extremely interesting 
report has been written upon it by Dr. 
Dawson. I hope not to misquote him in 
briefly summarizing his views as to some 
of the leading geological features that 
are presented. According to him the bed 
rock of the country is paleozoic, and 
through this paleozoic flooring there have 
been three— or it may he counted as four 
—great granitic upheavals. These gran- 
itic upheavals form the skeleton upon

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The Kergin party from California, 
twenty strong, went in in July, 1897, 
and reached Fort Grahnm in July, 1S9S. 
Forty-nine out of fifty horses starved to 
death, and the men were reduced to 
want nnd terrible suffering. Many 
denths have occurred on the Edmonton 
trail. Of one party of six one died of 
scurvy, two were drowned, and after a 
year's Buffering three have reached 
Klondike. He did not ascertain the 
names but knew that a large number of 
fatalities had occurred. The party of 
six referred to were from the Eastern 
States. 

NOltTIIEItN MAMMOTHS. 

The bones of prehistoric mammoths are 
constantly found in Yukon ami Alaska 
but the miners have no time, opportunity 
or desire to pack the huge specimens out. 
A. Stafford, of Lcthbridge, however, 
realizing their value, has brought sev- 
eral specimens of defunct monarchs of 
the Arctic zone to the coast and is com- 
municating with the Smithsonian Insti- 
tute regarding specimens found on his 
own claim, including a pair of tusks ten 
feet long, seven inches in diameter, to- 
gether with a hip bone. The socket, 
empty for centuries, was as big as a soup 
bowl, and over eight inches across the 
top. Close by the skull was found, three 
times the size of that of a buffalo with 
two horns, distance between horns being 
over two feet. Gold was thick all round 
the deep-buried remains. In fact small 
nuggets were found imbedded in the 
bones. 
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(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Yancouver, Oct. 4.— The Westminster 
exhibition promises to be the best ever 
held. The exhibits of ore are the best 
ever got together in British Columbia, 
They are representative of all districts. 
Nelson, Ainsworth and the Slocan divis- 
ions are making great showings. W. V. 
Papworth is arranging the Kaslo speci- 
mens, while T. W. Ii. Kichards is hand- 
ling those of Boundary Creek. In the 
main hall there is 200 extra square feet 
of floor space, besides that in the four 
new wings, and every inch is taken up. 
The vegetable display is being arranged 
in a big tent. Such activity was never 
displayed at Queen's park before. All 
that is now wanted is good weather. 
Visitors are beginning to arrive and look 
to Vancouver for accommodation. 

The New England Fish company hnve 
made special arrangements with Ottawa 
which enable them to catch halibut in 
Canadian waters of Queen Charlotte 
Sound and ship them to the United 
States over the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way, the fish company being an Ameri- 
can concern. They ship 12,000 pounds 
monthly. 

Chief Justice McColl has signified his 
intention of residing in Vancouver. 

Lord William Seymour, commander of 
Her Majesty's forces in Canada, arrived 
to-day by the Pacific express in the 
special official car Calcutta. The Im- 
perieuse brought Admiral Palliser to 
Vancouver yesterday to meet Lord Sey- 
mour, H.M.S. Sparrowhawk proceeding 
to Westminster to he present at the ex- 
position celebration. Lord Seymour, 
left this afternoon for Victoria. Beyond 
saying that Esquimau would be strength- 
ened he would not talk. 

British Columbia McGill students will 
banquet Prof. William Peterson, prin- 
cipal of McGill University, on his arriv- 
al here with the Van Home party. 

A number of workmen on pavement 
construction struck to-day for higher 
pay. 

John Marshall, conductor, is danger- 
ously ill from internal injuries received 
in falling off an open tram car in rapid 
motion. 

Trooper Miller, Northwest Mounted 
Police, has arrived from Dawson with 
despatches for Major Perry in this city, 
A man named Chalmers has bfren miss- 
ing since September (i. The police are 
attempting to locate him. 

AN OLD BEGGAR. 
The octogenarian who started from 
the Eastern States to walk to the Coast, 
beg his passage to Skagway and walk to 
Klondike, and who fell down a hillside 
and injured his back at Sumas. B.C., 
has just been discharged from the city 
hospital. The authorities were exceeding 
their mission, to cure the poor and home- 
less sick, in keeping the old man after 
they had "mended his back a bit," but 
he was not in n fit condition to go on 
the street yesterday, and several house- 
wives wept over the old man's story as 
he begged meals, clothes, and money to 
continue his journey. The man is very 
feeble with age but not very simple 
minded. The story about his walking to 
Klondike is no doubt arranged for the 
occasion. He is a very clever applicant 
for alms and his feeble state of health 
makes his plea irresistible. 

TACKLED A LION. 
Geo. Hauiey was brought in last night 
from Harrison not Springs terribly 
wounded ns the resuh of a terrific fight 
with a wild animal. Ilauley was hunt- 
ing a few miles from Harrison when 
his dog treed a huge mountain lion, 
nauley had an old shot gun with him 
and foolishly blazed away with small 
bird shot, striking the lion in the face 
and infuriating the beast who, without a 
second's hesitation, threw himself from 
the tree top on the unfortunate hunter. 
His clothes were torn off in strips by 
the lion, each rip leaving an awful gash 
in his body. Just as the lion was over- 
powering Hauiey his faithful dog seized 
the wild beast by the throat. The lion 
turned and sunk his fangs deep in the 
dog's throat. Ilauley staggered to his 
feet, seized his gun and with all the 
strength left clubbed the lion Into in- 
sensibility then finished him with a knife, 
after. which he went off into a deep 
swoon, Friends found him hours after 
in a dazed condition beside the dead 
lion and dog. The lion measured S feet 
from tip to tip. 

THE EDMONTON TRAIL. 
E. C. Peck returned from the Pence 
river and Edmonton trail district to-day. 
He reports strikes on Peace river aver- 
aging !?20 per day per man, nnd is con- 
fident that enormously ricli finds will be 
made higher up where the river has not 
been explored. The Edmonton trail will 
yet unfold many stories of suffering. 



BELLE ADAMS TRIAL. 

Postponed Till To-day, as the Chief Jus- 
tice Was Detained on the 
Mainland. 

The trial of Belle Adams for the mur- 
der of Charles Kincaid was set down for 
hearing peremptorily yesterday morning, 
hut it did not come off. There was 
quite a crowd of people in the court 
room at 10 o'clock, the hour set, and 
among the spectators were a number of 
women, some of them witnesses, others 
brought by curiosity. The Chief Justice 
was to have taken the case, but be was 
detained on the Mainland, the only other 
judge available being Mr. Justice Mar- 
tin. It so happened, however, that the 
last-named judge, having been elevated 
to the bench since the commission was 
issued for the special assize, his name 
was not among the judges to whom Hie 
commission was addressed, and, there- 
fore, he could not sit on the case. This 
brought about n little hitch, and for half 
and hour the general public waited. 

Finally Mr. Justice Martin took his 
place on the bench, and Mr. F. B. Greg 
ory, counsel for the Crown, stated that 
the Chief Justice had not arrived, but 
that section 52 of the Supreme court act 
and section G73 of the criminal code 
seemed to provide for the case where a 
judge was not able to arrive in time for 
the hour set down for hearing the trial. 
The sections provided that in such 
case the hearing might be laid over til! 
such day as the judge could be present 

Mr. Justice Martin asked Mr. Geor 
E. Powell if he had any objection 
offer, and that gentleman replied that, 
while not waiving his client's rights, he 
could not see that anything but an ad 
journment could be arrived at under the 
circumstances. 

Mr. Justice Martin remarked that th 
sections quoted by Mr. Gregory seemed 
to cover the case fully, and u formal 
adjournment was not necessary. 

This being settled, it was understood 
that the court meet to-day at 10:.'!0 a. in., 
when Mr. Justice Irving, who came from 
the Mainland hist night for the purpose 
will preside, and the trial will go on. 
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THE SEAL QUESTION. 

Montreal Witness. 

Mr. Martin, attorney-general of British 
Columbia, is undoubtedly right in the 
position he sets forth in his interview 
published in the Witness cm Saturday in 
regard to the Bearing sea seal question. 
The United States should not be able to 
expect to secure the abandonment by 
Canada, or rather by the British Em- 
pire, of the right of British subjects for 
all time to pelagic sealing at the mere 
cost of purchasing the ships nnd outfits 
of the Canadian sealers of to-day. Those 
sealers are entitled to such compensation 
as individuals from the government of 
Canada or of Great Britain if these 
rights to take seals even for a term of 
years, which would render their outfits 
valueless, were set aside by a treaty. 
The rights of these few individuals are 
not even the rights of one generation of 
British subjects, and it is obvious that 
the rights of all generations of British 
subjects for till time to come would sim- 
ply be given away were they allowed to 
be extinguished at the cost to an alien 
nation, and without other compensation 
to the Empire than the paltry sum at 
which the vessels and outfits of to-day 
could be bought. The British commis- 
sion should not part with any national 
right like that of pelagic sealing on the 
Pacific ocean or in Behring sett, except 
for a term of years, at the expiry of 
which a new agreement would be neces- 
sary. And the compensation should not 
consist of any sum of money, but in some 
concession connected with some other 
affair, such as the free market of Cana- 
dian fish, which, of course, would only 
be arranged for a term of years. If 
the Canadian sealers' outfits are to he 
bought, it will pay the Canadian govern- 
ment to do the buying. It would hardly 
be in accordance with the dignity of the 
nation to allow of another nation or its 
representatives bargaining with Cana- 
dian subjects about the price of t 
national right. The Canadian govern 
ment must deal with the Behring sea 
sealing question as a national question, 
not ns a question affecting only a few 
individuals of to-day. The question is 
one of the value of the seal fisheries to 
British subjects for all time, ami that 
value is altogether too great in possibili- 
ties to make a bargain possible; only 
an arrangement for a ten or fifteen year 
period should be concluded. The qttosr 
lion of the future of tho salmon fisheries 
of British Columbia may be affected by 
the settlement of the sealing question. 
It 13 well known that the seals devour 
and destroy immense numbers of salmon. 
If the United St < tes government is to 
be empowered to create a strict seal pre- 
serve on the Pacific for its own benefit, 
it may find it profitable to preserve the 
seals until the herds become extremely 
large, and thus become destructive of 
fish life. It is well known that the seals 
of the Pribyloff islands, on their way 
hack to the islands from their annual 
emigrntiori south, return along the coast 
of British Columbia, feeding upon the 
fish of those waters. This is one reason 
—and there are ethers— why any arrange- 
ment should be temporary, so that the 
effects of the arrangement may be proved 
by experience. 
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which the mountain ranges rest. Those 
of the interior, which under various 
names continue the ranges of the Rock- 
ies, the Selkirks and the Goidens are 
of an apparently older formation than 
the coast range. There are other sub- 
sequent volcanic indications, and it is 
especially to bo noted that the develop- 
ment of quartz veins in the paleozoic 
rucks appears to have occurred contem- 
poraneously with the upheaval of the 
granites. While cutting the stratified 
rocks, quartz veins, seldom or never, 
according to Dr. Dawson, cut the gran- 
ite masses. This observation should, in 
his opinion, form tin important clue to 
the the further search for auriferous 
ground, tin; placer gold so far discovered 
being found usually in association with 
the disturbance of the stratified rock 
In all the mountain ranges peaks rise I 
i". height of 7.000 to i),000 feet. The 
granite axis of the coast range measures 
about fifty miles through. The other 
ranges, though in some respects less 
difficult of access, are no less important 
in their general features. Subsidiary 
ranges deflected from the main direction 
of the rocks, and more modern in their 
formation, make traverse connection be 
tween the granite axis, and form of tin 
entire area to the south and southwest 
entire area to the south and southeas 
of the Yukon district a great mountain 
mis development. In connection with 
this mountainous development a very in- 
teresting theory of glaciation has been 
evolved. 

The whole of the geological formation 
to which allusion has been made Is pre 
glacial in its character. The whole of 
the existing surface development in the 
lower levels of the country is post- 
glacial. Between the formation of the 
original and the formation of the actual 
surface the country has passed through 
a glacial period, and all the leading 
features as they now present themselves 
are to be attributed to the action of ice. 
It litis been long since established by 
the observations of Canadian and Amer- 
ican geologists that the district of Brit- 
ish Columbia and the neighboring state 
of Washington and Idaho had been at 
some remote period subject to the actio!) 
of ice moving steadily in a southerly di- 
rection. The northern source of thh 
glacial mass was traced to (he mountain 
oils area lying between the 55th and 
59th parallel of north latitude. This is 
the area which has now acquired fresh 
interest as forming the southeastern 
boundary of the Yukon district. In ob- 
serving the direction of the glacial 
tion by which the present surface of the 
Yukon country has been formed. Dr. 
Dawson has been able to demonstrate 
tiiat the action of ice along the valleys 
of the Yukon and its tributaries has 
been, not from north to south, but from 
south to north, originating in the same 
high levels ns those to which the glacia- 
tion of the Pacific coast is traceable. 
That is to say, the mountainous area 
lying between the 5511;. and 59th paral 
lels of north latitude is to be icgnrdet 
as having been tit some remote period 
the gathering ground of a great con 
fluent glacier or glacial mass, of which 
the main action was, like the drainage of 
a watershed, in two diametrically op 
posite directions, southward through 
British Columbia to the United States 
and northward through the Yukon dis 
trict towards the Arctic circle. It is 
also shown that the same glacial mass 
worked westward to the Pacific coast, 
cutting the transverse river valleys and 
mounatin passes, and posibly takinj. 
some part in the separation of the isl 
ands of the coast archipeligo. In this 
established theory of the direction of 
glacial movement it is the opinion of Dr. 
Dawson that some further indications 
should be obtained of the probable course 
of auriferous drift. As nearly as it can 
be collected into one sentence, his theory 
with regard to the gold deposits of the 
country would appear to be— first, that 
gold development is associated with the 
upheaval of paleozoic iloor by the gran 
Itic axis of the mountain; secondly, that 
the whole existing surface of the coun- 
try is formed of glacial detritus, ground 
from tho rocks and granites by the ac- 
tion of an immense mass of moving ice 
and pushed before it in a direction ad- 
vancing from south to north. From these 
two main facts he would s em to suggest 
that some sound iafeieuce as to the 
direction in which gold will be most 
likely found may be drawn by the prae 
tical miner. How far events have al- 
ready justified this theory must be t 
matter for subsequent consideration. 

The journey from Vancouver up tin 
coasts for the purpose of entering thit 
region has no little interest of its own 
The way taken is the navigable channel 
which, according to the Canadian view 
of the treaty of 1S25, is the true line of 
boundary intended to be established in 
this part of its course between Alaska 
and the British territory of Western 
Canada. It passes along the east coast 
of Prince of "Wales' Island through Clar- 
ence Straits, which, being the only nav 
igable channel for vessels of any draught 
would appear to constitute the natural 
line of division between the mainland 
and the islands, nnd corresponds to tho 
wording of the- treaty by running north 
and south until the mainland is touched 
in latitude 5i> degrees. According to the 
Canadian contention, which is supported 
by an old French map bearing date 1813, 
.this strait, with its continuation of 
Ernest Sound, forms the Portland chan- 
nel of the treaty, and is to he distin- 
guished from the Portland canal of mod- 
ern maps. After touching land at Fort 
Wrnngel, where setriking groups of In- 
dian totem poles still rear their quaint 
carved emblems of ancestral glory above 
the revolting dirt of an American fron- 
tier station used as the starting point for 
the goldfields for the Stickine route, the 
course of-'the steamer turns westwards 
through Summer Strait and, rounding 
Cape Decision, heads again northward 
through Chatham Straits and up the 
Lynn Canal. At the head of this inlet 
Skagway and Dyea stand on opposite 
sides of the shore, scarcely more than a 
stone's throw from each other. 

The whole of the journey is interesting 
but in the latter part the scenery has a 
beauty and wildness of which little im- 
pression can be conveyed in words. For 
hundreds of miles the way lies through 
channels of which the width varies from 
six to twenty miles. In the Lynn Canal, 
of which the channel is twelve miles 
long, the average width is only a mile 
and a half. Mountains, of which the 
heights range from 5,000 to 0,000 feet, 
come sheer down to the water's edge, 
fir - clad upon their lower slopes, nnd 
breaking occasionally into white marble 
cliffs. Waterfalls leap in white streaks 
to the sea. Ah we go northward glaciers 
lie in almost all the higher clefts, and 
their characteristic features can be stud- 
ied easily with agless; sometimes as 
many as seven glaciers are in view at 
once. Some nf them are of. unusual 
size, and the Muir glacier, which is seen 
in Icy Straits, has a breadth of 'twenty 
miles. The land is absolutely ns a rule 
without sign of human habitation, al- 
though animal life, whales, seal, walrus, 
sea eagles,, wild duck, geese and puffins 
abound., Tho general color is a some- 
what ghostly grey. Grey, still sea, grey 
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but suow-clad on thou- summits, pale 
grey sky above. At times the Aurora 
Horealis lights the scene with magical 
effect. 

There is no need to he reminded that 
the northern portion of the journey fol- 
lows the coast from the D5th to the 59th 
parallels, and skirts the edge of the an- 
cient gathering ground of glaciers. Skag- 
way and Dyta are situated almost on 
the' limit assigned by Dr. Dawson as the 
northern boundary of this district, and it 
is through one of the principal channels 
carved by the descending body of ice in 
its progress towards the less elevataed 
regions of the interior that the Chilcoot 
and White Passes lead across the coast 
mountains to Lake Bennett. The passes 
are parallel to each other and whichever 
is chosen the way is practically the 
same. In both a canyon of surpassing 
loveliness leads to a barren summit, and 
the descent is over bare rock exposures 
upon which the effects of ice action may 
be studied at every step. The passes 
lead down to a system of wild mountain 
lakes which are believed to occupy tho 
place of the last tongues of the great 
northward - moving glacier, the theory 
being that Ibis in the end must have dis- 
appeared to quickly for the beds of the 
lakes to have become filled with detritus. 
A glance at the map will show a soint!- 
what similar conformation repeating it- 
self at the northward descent of al the 
principal passes leading from this moun- 
tainous region to the widespreaduig head 
waters of the Yukon river. 

In entering the country by either the 
Chilcoot or the White Pass, Lake Ben- 
nett is tho first of the important lakes 
which constitute links in the chain of 
waterways leading almost due north to 
Dawson." Bennett, which is reached by 
a two days' portage that can be done 
either on* foot or on horseback across 
the mountains from the coast, is the 
southerly terminus of the river steamers. 
It is it 'little town of tents, which, like 
all canvas towns', expands and contracts 
with marvellous rapidity. Every new- 
comer sets up his tent. In one week the 
population may number as many as 
10,UU(I, and in the next have fallen to 
200. In the spring, when men who can- 
not afford the luxury of packing their 
goods on horseback across the passes are 
using the snow, which at that season lies 
to it dCpth of four and five feet upon the 
ground, as a means of transit for sleighs 
that they drag by hand, Bennett be- 
comes thickly populated. It is the cus- 
tom of those who have for purposes of 
economy braved the hardships of the 
winter journey to wait here, whipsawing 
timber and building boats until the melt- 
ing of the ice opens the waterways. 
This takes place towards the end of May 
or tln> first week in .Tune, and by tho 
second week in June Bennett is emptied 
of the large portion of its inhabitants. 
The same man who drags his goods over 
the snow to avoid the cost of a pack 
train will build his own boat and make 
his own way down the rivers to avoid 
the cost of travelling by steamer. The 
expenses of locomotion and carriage by 
any other means than those which na- 
ture has provided are heavy enough 
under present conditions to make this 
course almost obligatory upon tho poor 
man. Goods are not freighted from the 
coast to Dawson for less than a shilling 
a pound, and when this sum comes to be 
added to the thousand pounds' weight of 
provisions which even now a miner 
studying economy will take in to equip 
himself for a year, the consideration he 
comes important. The cost of a return 
passage by river steamer from Bennett 
to Dawson for the individual, independ- 
ently of his goods, is at present e<pial to 
about twice the cost o.f a first-class re- 
turn passage in an Atlantic liner from 
England to America. 

The traveller to whom time is import- 
ant will gladly recognize the value of 
the equivalent which he receives. Tak- 
ing his passage in the steamer, he may 
expect to he landed within a very few 
days at Dawson. Lakes lead in succes- 
sion to the finally continuous channel of 
the river, and only one important rapid; 
necessitating a portage of live miles 
interrupts the course of navigation to 
the lower Yukon. This portage occurs 
at the White Horse rapids, and the dim 
culty is met by a double service of 
steamers, one plying above the rapids 
to Bennett, the other below the rapids 
to Dawson. A failure to make connec 
tion may eause""uelay at this point, and 
as the course of the river widens it 
come parts to shallow water, sand banks 
have also to be reckoned with. In spite 
of these inconveniences and of the ma- 
terial discomfort caused by insufficient 
accommodation, the journey is neverthe- 
less one from which in fine weather 
great pleasure can be derived. 

The scenery is extremely beautiful, 
having in the upper lakes, which are 
closely surrounded by rocky peaks, all 
the characteristics of deep sea fiords. 
As the river breaks out from the moun- 
tains the relatively low hills which ac- 
company its course recall the Scotch 
Highlands. The slopes are covered 
chiefly with dark firs, and tho common 
profusion, covering whole hillsides, with 
a rose-colored effect that, at a distance 
produces almost exactly the impression 
of hether in full bloom. Further north, 
the country tends to open on lower lev- 
els, grass-covered hills suggest a possi- 
bility of grazing areas, and it is believed 
that on either side of the river in the 
interior prairies exist upon which vast 
herds of cariboo still feed. Very little is 
known with accuracy as yet of the con- 
ditions of the country outside the river 
valleys which have been searched for 
gold. The level of the country is gen- 
erally above that of tho water, and 
thew hole appears to present a great 
plateau sloping towards the North, 
through which the rivers have cut their 
beds. Interesting geological exposures 
are to be frequently noted, and many of 
the terraces, formed originally by glacial 
action, and now overgrown, appear to be 
as mathematically accurate in their lines 
as if they had been levelled with a spirit 
level. 

The mildness of the temperature on the 
northern side of the great mountain bar 
rier which has been crossed is a first 
matter of surprise. It is ascribed to 
tho lower elevation of the country, and 
the climate grows not more, but le 
rigorous as the head waters of the river 
are left behind. Inhabitants of Dawson 
assert that, owing to th relative absence 
of wind, the winter in this town is less 
severely felt than the winter in Mani- 
toba. These statements must be taken 
in conjunction with the fact scientific- 
ally established, that the annual range 
of the thermometer in the Yukon district 
is from SO degrees below zero to 80 de- 
grees above. At this time of year tho 
climate appears not unlike that of Eng- 
land or of Scotland. It is neither hot 
nor cold, nor wet nor fine, but a variable 
mixture of their, all. The sun on hot 
days is perhaps hotter than the English 
mm, but warm blankets are always wel- 
come at night. 

The vegetation as seen from the river 
hanks has a most familiar aspect to 
English eyes. Wild roses and the com- 
mon English wild flowers present them- 
selves in abundance. At Marsh lake, 
on a Hpot where some grain had been 
accidentally spilt last year, we found on 
July 19 wheat, barley, and oats growing 
in wol-fillcd ears, the wheat having al- 
ready flowered and being quite as far 
advanced as It would be likely to have 
been hi Manitoba. A bag of beans which 
had been spilt a little lower down the 



beau field was spreading itself over 
the bank. With, regard to the mosuuito 
scourge, of which so much has been 
heard, it is certainly bad, but can be 
mitigated by using reasonable methods 
of protection. To encounter it at its 
worst it is necessary to go into the woods 
and creeks. The I'ukou mosquito, like 
the African tsetse lly, appears to avoid 
centres of habitation, and the beaten 
track of travel is comparatively free. 

The journey down the river from Lake 
Bennett does not depend exclusively for 
its interest upon the beauty and novel- 
ty of its scenery. It has its human 
touches in tho numbers of little encamp- 
ments that are passed upon the- banks. 
Some of them represent solitary wayfar- 
ers sculling their goods down the stream 
and camping as they go each night. Sonic 
of them are the camps of prospectors 
already at work washing gold. Fort 
Selkirk, which is passed at the junction 
of the Lewis and the Belly, where the 
river flats widen to something resem- 
bling meadows, adds even an historic 
note by the traditions that it recalls 
of the early and adventurous explora- 
tion of the country by the Hudson's Bay 
company. At the mouth of the Stuart 
river an encampment of several thous- 
ands of people has established itself, 
and here there were eager inquiries for 
news from the outer world. But along 
the whole stretch of this river nothing 
approaching to a permanent town is 
reached until, rounding a bend above the 
spot at which the Klondike empties its 
waters into the Yukon, Dawson City is 
seen rising white under canvas up wood 
ed hills that half encircle a little bay 
The body of the town, which now counts 
about 20,000 inhabitants, is established, 
with its log cabins, warehouses, and 
wharves, upon the swampy beach below, 
and a large Yukon steamer lying at the 
landing place serves to remind us that 
we have reached the point of junction 
with the Alaskan route.
